Senator Arthur H. Vandenberg, 
Republican, of Michigan, called to- 
night for “a union of hearts and 
hands regardless of previous party 
lines” as the only form for success- 
ful opposition to what he termed 
“the Roosevelt party.” 

Addressing 1000 persons at a 
statewide Republican rally here, 
Vandenberg departed from his text 
three times, once in veiled com- 
ment on President Roosevelt's se- 
lection of a Supreme Court Justice 
and twice in reply to the Execu- 
tive’s own Constitution day address 
in Washington last night. 

He did not refer directly to the 
President’s appointment of Senator 
Hugo L. Black of Alabama to the 
Supreme Court. He did say that 
the Constitution “will continue to 
live only if the men named to the 
Supreme Court remain absolutely 
above reproach.” 

Replies to President. 

Vandenberg endeavored to turn 
back against the President his own 
plea for a “layman’s constitution” 
rather than a “lawyer’s contract.” 

“Though this administration ob- 
serves the letter of the Constitu- 
tion’s mandate, in a lawyer's sense, 
as the President would say, it 
wrecks its spirit—in the layman’s 
sense, as the President would say— 
when it places lump sums at the 
President’s disposal,” he said. “That 
is not American democracy.” 

“The President indicated that it 
took 20 years to get a constitu- 
tional amendment,” he continued. 
“He neglected to say that every

JAPANESE REPORT 
CHINESE IN NORTH 
N FULL RETREAT 


‘Aviator Says Armored 
Train Has Entered Kao- 
peitieu, a milestone on 
Victorious Sweep South. 


| By the Associated Press. 

PEIPING, Sept. 18.--A Japanese 
aviator returned from the front 
southwest of Peiping today to re- 
port he had seen an armored train 
flying the Rising Sun Flag of Japan 
steam into Kaopeitier, miles 
from here on the Peiping-Hankow 
| Railway. 

That apparently marked the 


greatest advance of the offensive 
Japan's powerful mechanized forces 
are driving toward Paotingfu, main 
Chinese base about 90 miles below 
Peiping. 

Japanese dispatches said the Chi- 
nese had been thrown into full, dis- 
orderly retreat toward Paotingfu, 
while tens of thousands were iso- 
lated and in danger of destruction 
just west of the railway. 

The left wing of the Japanese 
drive was reported approaching 
Tinghsing, on the railway 1 miles 
below Kaopientien, threatening to 
cut the retreat of thousands more. 
| Japanese accounts described the 
battle as a series of almost unin- 
terrupted Japanese gains, in spite 
of desperate Chinese stands at 
some points. 

Horsemen Lead Drive. 

The offensive, with some 60,000 
troops, including 20,000 cavalry, was 
launched early Tuesday with the 
purpose of smashing Chinese forces, 
totaling some 200,000, which had 
blocked the Japanese advance be- 
low Peiping for weeks. 

Cavalry led the advance across 
the Yungting River, 30 miles south 
of here. Kuanhsien, below the river, 
fell Wednesday: Thursday night the 
Japanese forced a crossing of the 
Chuma River, southwest of the 
Yungting, and Friday they drove 
into Chochow, the Chinese advance 
base on the railway. 

Today Chochow had been left 
miles behind. The Japanese right 
wing, west of the railway, was 20 
miles west of that walled town; the 
center was at Kuanlichuang, eight 
milés southwest of Chochow; the 
left wing was slogging across 
muddy fields toward Tinghsing. 

The right and center were driv- 
ing toward Laishui, on a spur rail- 
way running northwest from Kao- 
peitien. Considerable Chinese forces 
were entrenched at Laishui, appar- 
ently ready to fight desperately, 
since their retreat either by the 
railway to Paotingfu or westward 
into mountains of the Shansi Prov- 
ince border apparently was cut off. 

Sterner Opposition Expected. 

A Japanese column, part of an 
expedition from Manchoukuo which 
already has seized Chahar Prov- 
ince, was sweeping down the Shan- 
si-Hopeh frontier and was reported 
40 miles northwest of Paotingfu. 

Neutral military observers  be- 
lieved effective Chinese resistance 
north of Paotingfu was as good as 
ended, and that the Japanese ad- 
vance would encounter sterner op- 
position only when it reached the 
prepared defense line across Cen- 
tral Hopeh Province. That line runs 
from Tsangchow, 60 miles south of 
|'Tientsin, to Shihchiachuang, 160 
miles from Peiping. Troops of the 
Central Chinese Government were 
reported moving into it.

MISSILES AGAIN FALL | 
NEAR U. S. CRUISER 


One Pilot Dives Within 500 
Feet of the Enemy’s Flag- 
ship and Sprays Its Deck 
With Machine Gun Bul- 
lets.

SHANGHAI, Sept. 19 (Sunday).~ 
Chinese bombing planes attacked 
Japanese warships in the ‘Whange 
poo River and the invaders’ posi- 
tions in the Yangtzepoo district last 
night and early today in retaliation 
for an earlier Japanese artillery 
and aerial bombardment of the 
Chinese “lines. 

The Chinese bombs started fires 
raging amang foreign warehouses 
in the Yangtzepoo district. None 
of the Japanese warships apparent- 
ly were hit by the bombs, tut one 
Chinese pilot dived to within 500 
feet of the Japanese flagship Id- 
zumo and sprayed its decks with 
machine-gun bullets. He escaped 
the hail of anti-aircraft fire. 

Meanwhile, Domei, the Japanese 
neWs agency, reported that China's 
capital, Nanking, had been bombed 
by Japanese planes, apparently in 
reprisal for the Chinese aerial at- 
tacks on the warships. The report 
was unconfirmed. 

The Chinese air raids followed 
resumption of bombardment by Ja- 
panese naval planes of Chinese posi- 
tions on a wide front, and a new 
‘artillery attack on the Markham 
road section. 

U. 8S. Warship Endangered. 

Japanese antiaircraft shells, 
fired at the attacking planes, en- 


port Chaumont arrived here today 
and landed 1435 American marines, 
to augment those already guarding 
the war-surrounded International 
Settlement. 

Convoyed by the light cruiser 
Marblehead, the transport passed 
safely through Chinese-Japanese ar- 


tilery and naval gun fire below 
Woosung in the early morning, un- 
scatched in the exchange of shells. 

Huge American flags whipped 
from her masts as warning to both 
belligerents not to fire on the Chau- 
mont, cautiously picking her pre- 
carious way up the warship-<dotted 
river. 

First U. S. Plane Fighters in China. 

The United States minesweeper 
Finch, dispatched from Shanghai, 
hurriedly took 125 enti-aircraft 
fighters off the transport with their 
50-caliber guns and proceeded im- 
mediately to Shanghai to land an 
American anti-aircraft company on 
Chinese soil for the first time in 
history. 

The Marblehead stuck close to the 
transport through a flotilla of Jap- 
anese warships until reaching Woo- 
sung where the ships parted and 
the Chaumont made her way unat- 
tended to Shanghai. 

The early morning gunplay gave 
many of the marines their first bap- 
tism of fire. Included in the rein- 
forcements were 32 Lieutenants, too 
young to have served in the World 
War or the Nicaraguan campaign. 

American Force Now 2700. 

The detachment brought Ameri- 
can forces in the Shanghai sector 
to 2700 men, and will reinforce 
guards who have patrolled a sec- 
tion of the International Settle- 
ment without relief since the 
Shanghai conflict broke out five 
weeks ago. 

The new reinforcements, mem- 
bers of the Sixth Regiment, were 
dispatched from San Diego, Cal., 
under the command of Brigadier- 
General John C. Beaumont, who 
would have become senior officer 
of international forces in Shang- 
hai but’ for the promotion Friday 
of his British colleague. 

Brigadier-General A. P. D. Telfer- 
Smollett, comanding the three Brit- 
ish battalions here, was promoted to 
the local rang of Major-General so 
that a British officer still would be 
senior. This was done, it was an- 
nounced, after consultation with 
American authorities, who agreed 
it would be unwise for the com- 
mand to pass to another nationality 
at this crisis. Britain’s is the larg- 
est force of those defending the 
international areas here. 

The arrival of the Sixth Regiment, 
reinforcing the Fourth, already on 
duty here since the outbreak of the 
Shanghai conflict, will increase the

Shrapnel burst over the Interna- 
tional Settlement, killing four Chi- 
nese and wounding 14 in the Settle- 
ment and the French Concession, 
One anti-aircraft shell pierced the 
French Concession residence of F. 
B. Lynch, American adviser to the 
Chinese Finance Ministry. It lodged 
in a bathroom, but failed to ex- 
plode. Lynch and his wife, asleep 
in an adjoining bedroom, escaped 
injury. The 42-millimeter projectile 
apparently came from the Japanese 
war fleet three miles away. 

Shanghai suffered a sharp set- 
back in its attempted return to 
normalcy. The Cathay and Palace 
hotels, struck by bombs Aug. 14, 
were in the midst. of reopening 
ceremonies as the air bombard- 
ment began. When the roar of the 
aerial bombs and the anti-aircraft 
guns sounded through the hotels, 
guests sought safety in remote 
rooms. 

British Firemen in Danger. 

A company of British firemen 
fighting a blaze started by Chinese 
bombs in the Yangtzepoo sector 
had a narrow escape when the 
bombers returned and dumped a 
new load of*explosives. The fire- 
men hid beneath their engines and 
hurried back to the fire tsation as 
soon as the raiders left. 

The Japanese planes bombed Liu- 
hong, Lotien, Kiangwan, Chapel 
and Pootung, aiming at Chinese 
troop concentrations in those sec- 
tions. The Japanese reported they 
had repulsed Chinese counter-at- 
tacks on a 25-mile front extending 
from the north at Liuho to Shang- 
hai’s sutskirts. 

Chinese army authorities § ad- 
mited Japanese forces had recap~ 
tured Lotien, about 15 miles north 
of Shanghai, and that Chinese 
troops were retreating from posi- 
tions on the Liuhong sector nearer 
the city.

PARIS, Sept. 18.—Agents of the 
Surete Nationale searched abroad 
tonight for foreign ties of secret 
societies in whose operations mur- 
der and caches of war materials 
have figured. Several inspectors 
were sent to Rome to confer with 
Italian police about the murder 
which first brought “Les Cagoul- 
ards,” (the hooded ones) to the at- 
tention of police. 

At San Remo, Italy, Maurice Juif, 
a member, was assassinated short- 
ly after receiving a message signed 
“Aunt Irma,” .one signature attri- 
buted to the hooded group. 

New raids in France resulting in 
seizure of arms, munitions and 
coded letters. Police pressed their 


search for the source of funds or 
both Les Cagoulards and Les Che- 
valiers du Glaive (the Knights of 
the Sword), described as allied 
Rightist organizations of revolu- 
tionary nature. 

Arms apparently were purchased 
both from Belgium and Germany, 
police said. Seizures of arms were 
made in Belgium.

LONDON, Sept. 18.—European 
powers moved nearer a showdown 
in the Mediterranean crisis tonight 
as Italy received coldly a fresh in- 
vitation to join the anti-piracy pa- 
trol. 
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A new turn in the question of 
foreign intervention in the Span- 
ish civil war also was indicated by 
reports that fresh Italian volun- 
teers were being enrolled. European 
eapitals saw increasing danger to 
the genera] peace arising from that 
conflict.

Concern over conditions in the 
Mediterranean was intensified by 
the attempt of an unidentified air- 
plane to bomb the British destroy- 
er Fearless off Gijon, Government 
port of Northern Spain. The de- 
stroyer was not hit and London of- 
ficials said they thought the at- 
tack was due merely to mistaken 
identity. The plane might have be- 
longed to either Spanish faction. 

A Gibraltar report to Lioyds said 
an insurgent armed trawler had 
seized the Danish freighter Emilie 
Maersk but later released it at 
Ceuta, Morocco. 


Another Chance Offered Italy. 


Great Britain and France gave 
Italy another chance to join the 
nine-power patrol to stop attacks 
on merchant shipping in the Medit- 
terranean. Again Rome indicated 
refusal. 

Official circles in Rome expressed 
bitter resentment over the offer 
which would permit Italian ships 
to patrol only the waters surround- 
ing the Italian coast. They insist- 
ed that Italy was entitled to share 
equally with France and Great 
Britain in the patrol. 

The new offer was regarded as 
the Nyon powers’ last word unless 
Italy submits a definite proposal 
to join. 

Officials in London were silent 
On reports that France and Britain 
had agreed to demand again the 
withdrawal of all foreign fighters 
in Spain. The implied threat was 
that, if foreign volunteers were not 
withdrawn, the French-Spanish 
border would be opened.

SHAD BENNETT, FATHER, 
BROTHER DROP SUITS 


Actions for Libel Against News 
papers Dismissed ‘With 
Prejudice.” 


Ten libel suits filed by R. Shad 
Bennett and members of his fam- 
ily, seeking damages of $2,950,000 
from the Post-Dispatch and the 
Star-Times, were dismissed Friday 
“with prejudice to the plaintiff,” 
which means that the suits cannot 
be revived. 

Bennett, his brother, Ransom 
Bennett, and his father, George 
Bennett, alleged they had been 
damaged by articles published in 
1929, concerning a warrant issued 
by a Justice of the Peace at Mur- 
physboro, IIL, charging Shad Ben- 
nett with plotting to murder Oren 
King, a bankrupt meat merchant, 
and the subsequent indictment of 
Ransom Bennett on a _ similar 
charge. 


The stipulations for dismissal of 
the libel suits provided that the 
newspapers were to pay Ransom 
Bennett a total of $1150, and the 
court costs of the litigation, $525. 

Three of the suits had been tried 
before juries in Circuit Court, each 
trial resulting in a-verdict in favor 
of the newspapers. The Bennetts 
had appealed these judgments to 
the Missouri Supreme Court, where 
4 were pending until the dismiss- 
A 

Shad Bennett had filed four suits 
against the Post-Dispatch and two 
against the Star-Times. Ransom 
had two _ suits against the 
Post-Dispatch and one against the 
Star-Times. George Bennett’s only 
suit was against the Star-Times. _ 

The suits decided against the 
Bennetts by Circuit Court juries 
were one in which Shad Bennett 
sought $800,000 from the Star« 
Times; another in which he sought 
$400,000 from the Post-Dispatch, 
and one in which Ransom Bennett 
sought $100,000 from the 
Post-Dispatch. 

Neither Shad nor Ransom Ben- 
nett was prosecuted on the murder 
plot charges. The Governor of 
Illinois declined to issue requisi- 
tion papers for Shad Bennett, and 
the indictment against Ransom 
Bennett was dismissed.

YACHT ENDEAVOUR | 
STILL BEING SOUGHT 


Slight Hope That Craft May 
Have Continued on Way to 
Europe Is Expressed. 


By the Associated Press. 

BOSTON, Sept. 18—Growing 
anxiety for the safety of 20 men 
aboard the British racing sloop En- 
deavour II, missing since it lost its 
tow in a 100-mile gale Monday 
night, was met tonight with the 
suggestion the sloop might have 
continued across the Atlantic rath- 
er than turn back, as did the con- 
voy. 
An intensive three-day search by 
the four Coast Guard vessels over 
a wide area extending from a point 
200 miles east of Nantucket Light- 
ship to the Nova Scotia coast pro- 
duced no trace of Endeavour. 
Neither have signals been picked 
up from Endeavour’s low-powered 
radio. 

When the _ three-inch tow-line 
parted the motor yacht Viva lost 
sight of Endeavour and turned 
back to Newport. 

But in that city the veteran Capt. 
Ludwig Schlimbach of Hamburg, 
former North German Lloyd skip- 


per who has crossed the Atlantic | 
five times in small sailboats, the | 
last time alone in a 33-foot yaw, | 


commented he “would not be sur- 
prised if within 10 days or two 
weeks Endeavour was_ reported 
coming up the coast of the other 
side. 

“On the other hand,” he added 
pessimistically, “I would not be sur- 
prised if you never heard from her 
again.” 

He explained his last remarks by 
saying Endeavour’s hull was built 


the west-bound steamship crossing 
track across which it was believed 
the Endeavour might have been 
blown. 

With fog and rain letting up, visi- 
bility for the search was improved, 
the Coast Guard cutter Cayuga re- 
ported, as it started to search a new 
section 25 miles farther out to 
sea.

Senator Lonergan (Dem.), Con-

“The first responsibility of nomi- 
mations rests with the President 
making them,” he said. “If a fair 
_ hearing discloses that Justice Black 
is a member of the Ku Klux Klan, 
he should resign from the Supreme 
Court, or, in fairness to the Presi- 
dent and the Senate, make a state- 
ment repudiating the principles of 
the klan. 

“If he fails to do so, I think Con- 
gress should take action on the 
ground of concealment of a ma- 
terial fact.”

dications that the President intends 
to go after the destroyers of his 
court reorganization with the sharp 
rhetorical stick he knows so well 
how to wield. One welcomes the 
distinguished advocate who asks 
that the Constitution be preserved 
and revered, not as the instrument 
of an age long dead but as a living, 
responsive charter of democratic 
progress. How this responsiveness 
shall be attained is the subject of 
debate—not by packing the S3u- 
preme Court; not by destroying its 
power as final interpreter of the 
Constitution; certainly not by mak- 
ing the Court subservient to either 
one or both the other branches of 
government.

New York Herald-Tribune—The 
President did not mention the 
Black appointment in his address 
upon the 150th anniversary of the 
Constitution: He did not have to. 
The disaster spoke eloquently 
enough through the tepid cheers 
of the crowd, through the Presi- 
dent’s own insistence upon his re- 
spect for the Bill of Rights, and 
through the marked moderation 
with which he restated the philos- 
ophy behind his assault upon the 
Supreme Court.

LOTT R. HERRICK, 
LLINOIS JUSTICE, DIES 


Member of State Supreme 
Bench Succumbs in 
Minnesota. 


By the Associated Press. 

ROCHESTER, Minn., Sept. 18.— 
Chief Justice Lott R. Herrick, 65, 
years old, of the Illinois Supreme 
Court died in a hospital here to- 
day from cerebral lesions. 

Justice Herrick ‘was brought here 
for treatment from his Farmer 
City, (Ill.) home a week ago by 
special railway var. He was ac- 
companied by his physician, Dr. O. 
W. N. Nowlin. 

The Justice’s condition steadily 
grew worse and for the past three 
days he had been kept in an oxygen | 
tent. | 

His body will be taken to Farmer | 
City for burial. It was scheduled | 
to arrive there at 1:36 p. m. tomor- | 
row. 

Justice Herrick’s widow, Harriet | 
Swigart Herrick, whom he married 
a brother, Lyle, and a 
daughter, Mrs. J. G. Thomas of 
Champaign, Ill., were at the jur- 
ist’s bedside when he died. An- 
other brother, Wirt, was not pres- 
ent. 

The Justice began his law career 
in his home town of Farmer City in 
1894 when he became a partner of 
his father, George W. Herrick, aft- 
er being graduated from the uni- 
versities of Illinois and Michigan. 

He remained a member of the 
firm until 1933, when he was chosen 
Democratic nominee to fill a vacan- 
cy on the Illinois Supreme Court, 
occasioned by the retirement of Jus- 
tice Frank K. Dunn of Charles- 
ton. He was elected by a 30,000 
plurality in the Third District, com- 
prising most of East Central IIli- 
nois. 

In 1936 he became Chief Justice 
under the yearly rotation plan and 
held that position at the time of 
his death. 

Justice Herrick had held only one 
other public office. He was elected 
County Judge of De Witt County 
in 1902 but resigned in 1904 follow- 
ing the death of his father, a Civil 
War veteran, in an accident. 

Although he confined most of his 
practice to Farmer City and vicin- 
ity, associates gaid that at the 
height of, his career he argued 
more cases before the Illinois Su- 


preme Court than any of his con- 
temporary lawyers. As a general | 
practioner of law he was called | 
into many complicated cases in 
Mississippi Valley states. 

The brothers had conducted the 
firm of Herrick and Herrick dur- 
ing recent years.

243,000. 

In the Republican primary, 
LaGuardia beat Copeland by 82,000 
to 47,000, the low total vote being 
due to the fact that there are only 
about 400,000 enrolled Republicans 
in the city as compared with more 
than 2,000,000 enrolled Democrats. 

LaGuardia’s Republican primary 
victory was perfunctory. The May- 
or made almost no campaign, ap- 
parently saving himself for the

Mahoney’s Likely Plan of Attack. 

With the New Deal practically 
eliminated as an issue because of

Flying Time to Far Distant 
Points Being Reduced by 
Faster and Larger Trans- 
port Planes. 


LINERS ALSO HAVE 
MILITARY VALUE 


Figures Show English Air- 
ships Cover More Dis- 
tance Than Those of Any 
Other European Power. 


By the Associated Press. 

SOUTHAMPTON, England, Sept. 
18.—The Britisn Empire, knit to- 
gether for centuries by ships plying 
the seven seas, is building new 
“life lines’ —this time py air. 

From Hongkong in the East to 
Vancouver in the West, the British 
Isles and the dominions are spread- 
ing newly-wrought wings to weld 
more firmly the integral paris of a 
domain in which prestige is a by- 
word. 

From Southampton it is only five 
days by air to India, only seven 
days to Singapore or Capetown and 
only 11 days to Port Darwin, Aus- 
tralia. 

New schedules to be put into ef- 
fect shortly will take passengers 
and mail to India in half that time, 
to Singapore and Capetown in four 
and a half days and to Australia in 
a week. 

This network of air routes is be- 
ing built with little delay because 
of Britain’s rearmament program. 

A spokesman for the Air Ministry 
said the pressure placed upon air- 
craft factories by the Royal Air 
Force expansion has not affected 
the progress of the civil aviation 
program. 

In the yards of British aircraft 
builders, 28 flying boats are taking 
shape. Building simultaneously are 
12 new airliner land planes equipped 
to carry 27 passengers on extraordi- 
narily long journeys. 

Air Line Protection. 

Empire transportation, exclusive- 
ly by sea until after the World 


“War, has adapted itself readily to 


airplane development. Protection of 
air communication is one of the 
problems of British defense and 
*rearmament. 

Keeping the Mediterranean open 
is important not only for commer- 
cial shipping, but for air-line com- 
munication as well. British avia- 
‘tion experts profess to see the com- 
mercial] airplane in the “next war” 
under convoy of military planes, 
just as surface merchantmen are 
convoyed by warcraft. 

Again, nations make no secret of 
the value they place on the com- 
mercial airplane as a reserve mili- 
tary power. 

But the immediate value of the 
long-range machine is threefold for 
the island empire: to shorten com- 
munications, to enhance British 
prestige and to help fatten trade. 

British airliners fly regularly east- 
ward as far as Australia and Hong- 
kong, as far south as the Cape. 
They are surveying a route over 
the North Atlantic. The Dominion 
of Canada shortly will inaugurate 
its first transcontinental air 
Projected are British routes from 
Canada’s west coast to New Zea- 
land and thence across the Tasman 
Sea to the continent of Australia. 

Other European countries are far 
from idle. Germany is Britain’s 
leading rival on the air lanes. Shy 
an empire to link by airplane, Ger- 
many has developed extensive do- 
mestic services and competed with 
France in flying the South Atlantic 
to Brazil. 

France, Italy and the WNether- 
lands have extensive air services 
outside their own boundaries. Bel- 
gium has a highly developed com- 
mercial aviation. Swedish flying 
is of increasing importance. 

British Lines’ Mileage Greatest. 

At the close of 1936, Air Ministry 
figures showed, Britain had 
transports in operation, Germany

Washington University School of

They think, however, that some 
of the children reported suffering | 
from encephalitis actually have | 
mild cases of infantile paralysis 
without any definite paralysis. 
These mild forms of “polio” are 
hard to distinguish from sleeping 
sickness. 

To determine whether children 
reported as having sleeping sick- | 
ness actually have that disease and | 
not infantile paralysis, their blood 
is being subjected to a so-called 
neutralization test in the university 
laboratories. 

How Test Is Made. 

Blood taken from children who) 
have encephalitis contains anti- | 
bodies which combat the virus, or | 
causative agent of the disease, and | 
neutralize it. hen a sample of | 
blood is taken from the sick child 
and mixed with the encephalitis 
virus, tHe virus becomes inactive | 
and is destroyed by the anti-bodies. 
Then, when that neutralized virus 
is injected into a mouse, the animal 
remains perfecily The reason 
is that the virus it has received is 
no longer potent, having been killed | 
by the anti-bodies in the blood. 
from the sick child. 

On the other hand, if the child | 
did not have encephalitis, then his 
blood contains none of the anti- 
bodies for that virus. Thus, when | 
the child’s blood is mixed in a test | 
tube with the potent virus, the dis- | 
ease-bearing agent is not affected. | 
And, therefore, when the mixture | 
is then injected into a mouse, the | 
animal comes down with sleeping | 
sickness. 

Lack of Funds. 

The neutralization test is a com- | 
plicated, expensive procedure. To. 
be of any important value it must | 
be conducted on a large scale, but | 
absence of funds makes that im- | 
possible, the director of the enceph- 
alitis study said. 

Not only are funds needed for 
that purpose, but money is also) 
necessary if a long-range study of 
treatment of the disease and means | 
of prevention is to be undertaken, | 
he continued. 

Monkeys, which cost $12 each, are 
necessary for that work: ~ At the 
present time the laboratories have 
no monkeys for that purpose. To 
provide and maintain an adequate 
number of monkeys for a satisfac- 
tory study of these problems would 
cost several thousands of dollars 
a year, one of the research work- 
ers estimates.

Britons Lead Other Nation- 
alties Visiting United States 
and Canada.

NEW YORK, Sept. 18.—The re- 
cent appointment of James W. 
Gerard, former American Ambassa- 
dor to Germany, as adviser to the 
United States Tourist Bureau calls 
attention to the growth of tourist 
traffic from Europe to the United 
States. Mr. Gerard’s post, evident- 
ly looks to the eventual intensifi- 
cation-of promotion work in this 


field. 
The United States fs accustomed 


to the literary visitor from abroad 
who scurries through the country, 
lecturing, to return to his native 
land and interpret us to his coun- 


trymen. There also has been a 
steady flow of business men, the 
titled and the wealthy, as well as 
students from all parts of the 
world. But the middle-class Eu- 
ropean counterpart of the Ameri- 
can tourists who flock abroad each 
summer has been virtually un- 
known until recently. 

Exact figures on this trend are 
not obtainable, although every 
steamship office is positive that it 
exists. The westward flow of tour- 
ists does not yet bulk large enough 
in the general travel picture to 
make it worth while breaking down 
the figures. But the fact that the 
trend has been recognized by in- 
creased advertising budgets and 
special promotiona] methods is sig- 
nificant. 

One index of the trend is the 
number of temporary visitors’ visas 
issued by the State Department, 
which from 1934 until now has 
shown a steady increase. Another 
indication is the balance of trade 
which reveals that travelers from 
other lands are spending money 
here. 

To attract and expand this lucra- 
tive market, steamship lines and 
travel agencies have been making 
extraordinary efforts, paralleling 
the methods used here to promote 
-travel abroad. Newspaper advertis- 
ing, posters, brochures setting out 
America’s beauties, have proved 
markedly successful, queries from 
many countries coming in toe in- 
quire further about what they have 
read. ; the companies t< 

Tourist and travel agencies co- | %¢liver it in Ch 
operate with transportation lines 
to stimulate travel by arranging 
special tours which appeal to 
clients. The British constitute the 
greatest number of visitors, with 
the Germans and Scandinavians fol- 
lowing respectively. 

Britons while journeying here 
generally include Canada on their 
itineraries. Germans show a ten- 
dency to travel in professional 
groups with specific objectives, and 
the Scandinavians visit the sites 
of large Scandinavian populations. 

The coming World’s Fair, and 
New York City are two other goals 
which are largely advertised to at- 
tract tourists ,with Niagara Falls 
holding next important position. 
But Washington, Detroit, and most 
other large cities, seem to hold an 
attraction, and although many vis- 
itors have admitted a desire to see 
the Grand Canyon, and the fabu- 
lous city of Hollywood, when they 
find these points are too far away 
to be seen on the usual tourist 
trip, most travelers compromise on 
Chicago.

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CIVIL SERVICE APPROVAL 
OF WALKER IN NEW JOB 


Appointment to $12,000 Post 
Opposed as Move to Qualify 
for Pension. 


By the Associated Press. 

ALBANY, N. Y., Sept. 18. — The 
temporary appointment of James 
J. Walker, former New York City 
Mayor, as special counsel to the 
New York City Transit Commission 
received approval today of the 
State Civil Service Commission for 


a six-month period ending Feb. 
16. The decision by a two-to-one 
vote followed a hearing at which 
Samuel D. Smoleff, counsel] of the 
Citizen’s Union of New York City, 
demanded a “wide-open investiga- 
tion” of the Waiker $12,000-a-year 
appointment which he said was a 
“sham and solely for the purpose 
of qualifying Mr. Walker for a 
pension.” 

Others protesting against the ap- 
pointment on ground that it was 
and contrary to civil service rules, 
included Mrs. H. Jackson Davis, 
member of the New York City 
League of Women Voters; Mrs. Da- 
vid B. Dunlop of the New York 
City Women’s Club, and E. H. Kap- 
lan of the Civil Service Reform 
Association. 

Walker, who resigned in 1932 dur- 
ing a hearing on charges growing 
out of the Samuel Seabury inves- 
tigation of the New York City ad- 
ministration, was named _ special 
counsel to the Transit Commission 
Aug. 16, shortly before his pension 
rights would have expired. The 
decision was retroactive to that 
date. 

Miss Grace A. Reavy, chairman 
of the Civil Service Commission, 
asserted, however, that the status 
of Walker’s pension rights was of 
“no consideration” for the com- 
mission. “That thatter,” she said, 
“is under the jurisdiction of the 
State Pension Commission.” 

Belief was expressed at the time 
of Walker’s appointment that with- 
in a few weeks in civil service he 
would be eligible for a pension of 
about $15,000 a year. 

The Civil Service Commission an- 
nounced its decision after deliber- 
ating an hour, Miss Reavy and 
Commissioner Howard G. E. Smith 
of Buffalo approving the tempor- 
ary appointment and Commissioner 
John C. Clark, New York City, op- 
posing it. Miss Reavy and Smith 
are Democrats, Clark is a Repub- 
lican. 

A resolution adopted by the com- 
mission approved Walker’s appoint- 
ment and exempied him from ciyjl 
service examination, stating that 


it appeared “the services to be ren- | 


dered are temporary and of excep- 
tional character, and that it would 
not be practicable to hold an ex- 
amination of any kind, provided 
that employment under this reso- 
Jution shall not exceed a period of 
six months, from Aug. 16, 1937.”

HETHER softball has had 

an unfavorable influence on 
major league baseball has been a 
subject of debate for two years. 
At least one observer voices an 
unfavorable view about softball.

CHICAGO, Sept. 17.—The prog-

distribution problems through the 
operation of its dealer council plan 


| was reviewed here on Wednesday, 


Sept. 15, by Alfred P. Sloan Jr., 
chairman of the board; William S. 
Knudsen, president; Richard H. 
Grant, vice-president, and four 


| dealer members of the dealer coun- 


cil. 

The discussion of the dealer coun- 
cil plan was the feature of a dealer 
co-ordination luncheon held by the 
General Motors Club of Chicago. 
The program was carried to ap- 
proximately 7500 General Motors 
dealers, field executives and guests 
at similar meetings in 51 cities 
throughout the United States by 
means of a telephone hook-up. 

The General Motors dealer coun- 
cil plan was inaugurated three 
years ago to accomplish a closer 
contact between General Motors 
executives and the dealer group. 
There are four sections composed 


‘of 12 members each. The Chicago 


luncheon program was coincident 
with the two-day meeting of the 
Pacific Coast section of the coun- 
cil. 

Sloan explained that the coun- 
not concerned with ad- 
ministration problems, but rather 
with the broader phases of corpo- 
ration policies that usually apply 
to all of its divisions. He stated 
that any subject of discussion,

consumer. The main accent was 
in the establishment of policies in 
order that dealers might enjoy a 
better net profit without too great- 
ly increasing gross profits. 

He stated in dealing with the 
problem of too many dealers in an 
area, that there is now no com- 
plaint of importance among our 
dealers on account of over-packing 
of territories. 

Grant credited the dealer council 
work for the modification and ex- 
tension of the cancelation clause 
which gave the dealers a more lib- 
eral settlement at cancelation time 
and some protection in the matter 
of lease holds.

In a recent report on the mourn- 
ing dove situation in Missouri, W. 
O. Nagel and Rudolf Bennitt, both 
of the University of Missouri, an- 
nounced that the birds could be 
taken with great regularity for the 
coming fe wyears with no danger 
of extinction by reducing the breed- 
ing stock. In the spring of this 
year it was estimated that this 
fall's population of doves would be 
in the neighborhood of 3,000,000. 

The season which opened Sept. 1 
will continue through Nov. 15. Al- 
ready the doves are beginning to 
slip into the southern part of Mis- 
souri and a month from now will 
find the majority in the Ozark foot- 
hills of Arkansas. The Federal 
bag limit is 15 but the local legis- 
lature lowered this number to 10 
with a possession limit of 15. 

At present most birds are found 
in grain fields bordering rivers; es- 
pecially the Missouri and Missis- 
sippi. 

Chukar Partridge Distribution. 
SYDNEY STEPHENS, chair- 
man of the Conservation 

© Commission, announced re- 

cently that there would be no gen- 
eral distribution of chukar Part- 
ridges this year. First, will come 
a period of several years duration 
during which time the chukars will 
be studied with utmost care. After 
that, if they are favorably adapted 
to Missouri climate and cover, they 
will 
regularly distributed game birds. 

The commission is moving in the 
shadow of the ring-necked pheas- 
ant and Hungarian partridge fiasco 
which occurred some 25 years ago 
and which cost the State the tidy 
sum of $100,000 without ever suc- 
cessfully broadcasting these birds 
throughout the State. This was 


because of inadequate planning and | 


study. 

Several weeks ago the commis- 
sion set down a few rules which 
must be lived up to before any or- 
ganization need even make ap- 
plication for the chukars. There 
must be an organization of land- 
owners or spartsmen, to protect the 
birds; a minimum tract of land 
of at least 2000 acres; facilities for 
emergency feeding during the win- 
ter months and, full co-operation 
with the commission in the study 
and conservation of the birds and 
in apprehending law violators. 

After continued study of these 
birds planted on 10 or 15 areas care- 
fully selected, there should be 
enough information available to 
determine the status of the Chukar 
in our game set-up.

“Tg it veneered or solid?” is a 
question prompted almost always 
by the general impression that 
veneered furniture is not so good 
as solid wood furniture. As a 
,atter of fact, this particular dis- 


tinction has little to do with 
vality since fine furniture and 
cheap furniture alike utilize both 
yeneers and solid wood. The dis- 
tinction is rather one of design 
and construction, and whether ve- 
neered or solid construction is 
employed in a piece of furniture 
depends on whaat the piece is and 
how it is diesigned. 

Veneers are a part of plywood, 
which consists of several layers of 
wood whose grain is alternated. 
Plywood may be three-ply, five- 
ply, or seven-ply. In a five-ply 


perpendicularly, on each side of 
which there is a sheet of cross- 
banding with the grain running 
horizontally, and over each of 
these surfaces the face veneers 
with the grain again running per- 
pendicularly.

A though Love Is Important It Should Not Be 
the Primary Thing in Life; and It Is Enlisting the

SERIOUS effort to bring about 
A peprier marriages and to. com- 

bat the great American divorce 
evil at its source, is being carried 
on at Vassar College. Young hus- 
bands and wives, above all, must be 
“good companions,” the girls are 
being taught. 

The modern sciences of sociology, 
psychology and biology are being 
brought to focus on the problem of 
how to live together and like it 365 
days of the year. Vassar’s stu- 
dents are told that they probably 
won't reach a wooden anniversary, 
let alone a silver or golden one, 
unless they choose husbands who 
share their interests and follow sim- 
ilar moral standards. 

The twentieth century study of 
husband choosing, which is taking 
the young women of Poughkeepsie 
away from the movies and study 
halls on certain nights, doesn’t pro- 
fess to give the 1200 college girls a 
yardstick of masculine measure- 
ment, but it does suggest that the 
girls should feel fairly well ac- 
quainted with themselves before 
they decide what to do about mar- 
riage. 

Prof. J. Howard Howson, profes- 
sor of religion at Vassar and a lead- 
er in the college’s summer courses 
on mental hygiene and family life, 
has been instructing his listeners 
that the young man who thrills 
them during a waltz may bore them 
without rhyme or reason when the 
music stops. Prof. Howson says: 

“Companionship is an essential 
quality for marriage. A man and a 
woman can’t retain any sort of 
friendship without common inter- 
ests. They must have enough fun- 
damental values in common to 
count on each other’s instinctive re- 
action to a new situation. On the 
superficial side, they must share 
to a certain degree in sports, read- 
ing and other hobbies. Such a 
knowledge of a person is not gained 
intuitively. 

“A girl and a man should see 
each other moving freely in a group 
of approximately the same social 
status, and in a variety of situa- 
tions within that group, before a 
definite decision is made.” 

The girls are told to know them- 
selves first, and then their men. 

Prof. Joseph K. Folsom, profes- 
sor of sociology, repeats the same 
advice when the girls face him in 
the lecture hall. 

“It is especially important that 
mates be rather similar in aims 
and objectives,” he says. “Values 
should be much alike. The two 


people may be different in style, 
temperament and methods of ob- 
taining their objectives. The great- 
est tragedy of married life is the 
mating of two persons whose val- 
ues in life are incompatible. This 
happens most frequently when a 
mating is brought about through 
romance without’ sufficient ac- 
quaintanceship. There is a lack of 
social machinery today which 
would bring young people together 
and let them become acquainted. 
“We need some institution which 
will replace the old marriage

in life, he says. It needs an anchor- 
age in other interests. For example, 
the Vassar girls are finding out 
that dependence upon romantic 
gestures will not be enough for per- 
ennial love. 

“People must have a creative re- 
lationship with the group in -which 
they move,” he continues. “A great 
deal of our mental disintegration is 
due to our lack of satisfaction with 
the group life. Parents should not 
be too possessive of their children. 
If a child is tied he may be over- 
independent or aggressively depend- 
ent. Parents too often have a ten- 
dency to make their children be the 
things which they could not be. 
They thus fight themselves through 
their children. In this manner the 
normal flow of affection between 
parents and children is cut off and 
a normally affectionate child be- 
comes difficult to manage. 

“It is essential for children to 
mingle with other children and 
win their respect on a give and 
take basis. When an adolescent 
child feels the desire for compan- 
ionship of the opposite sex he has 
a right to it. If he is deprived of 
it he will acquire various tensions 
and the resulting change in his af- 
fectional system will make life with 
him difficult for his partner. 

“If as a baby his cradle is the 
center of the family’s interest the 
child’s affectional life may be kept 
at that level. Therefore he cannot 
form a genuine affection for. an- 
other.

seek to lead them than women have 
to resist men. The wise girl will 
recognize this situation and will at 
least give the man the feeling that 
he is taking the initiative.” ’ 

Changing the theme slightly, he 
continues: “There is no evidence 
supporting the old idea that oppo- 
sites make the best life partners, 
The lasting attraction usually is be- 
tween similars. Statistics show that 
those with similar backgrounds are 
much more likely to marry happily 
than those with unlike backgrounds 
and interests. 

“We teach that every girl and 
boy should be acquainted with the 
society in which he or she lives. 
We tell them not to worry about 
their own personalities but to find 
mates with whom they will be con- 
genial. It is important that they 
share as many enjoyments as pos- 
sible, so the chosen mate must have 
similar cultural and recreational in- 
terests in so far as is possible. Howe 
ever, the two parties do much to- 
ward educating each other toward 
a greater similarity of interests 
after marriage. Each should help 
his partner realize the positive 
value which the other wants. 

“Yet each must be especially care- 
ful not to force a particular recre- 
ation on his partner if the partner 
has a feeling of inferiority in that 
field. Today, leisure time is un- 
equally divided. Extremes of much 
and little leisure are represented 
by women. It is desirable that a 
husband and wife should adjust 
their schedules to each other on 
a 50-50 basis, but whenever the man 
is the chief breadwinner and the 
woman is the homemaker she 
must do the greater part of the 
adjusting.”

ELLA T. LUTES won't tell her 
Deze.

Della Lutes—as you may know 
—is a successful writer. She be- 
lieves thoroughly that women are 
the equals of men and should re- 
ceive equal recognition and _ re- 
spect. But when it comes to ‘fess- 
ing up on birthdays—nothing do- 
ing! 

Accordingly she wrote an in- 
dignant blast in a magazine some 
time ago, warning The Girls 
against the reprehensible practice 
—saying, in effect, that it’s step 
No. 1 toward domestic disaster and 
professional fadeout. Once admit 
your're getting old, and you're done 
for. 

“Suppose,” says she, in example, 
“I’m given a task to do in eight 
heurs. I like working at it. But 
as I proceed I realize I cannot do 
a good job in the allotted time. I 
work feverishly, no longer happily, 
and always with that deadly limit 
beyond which I may not go. I am 
overwhelmed with dread. The spec- 
ter of defeat stands over me.

NEWSPAPER WRITERS l- 
ways “work feverishly, with a lim- 
it” facing them. Each job has its 
“deadline” beyond which copy can- 
not be accepted. Yet this fact does 
not fill them with dread, nor force 
them to cry “what's the use?” To 
the contrary, they work with great- 
est zest—exhilirated by the speed 
of their own performance. 

And this is true of all lusty spir- 
its. Only weaklings and cowards 
“cry uncle” because the sun’s go- 
ing down—and they’d blubber any- 
way. To such, gray hairs are just 
another excuse for a good hard 
cry. 
But there’s an even more potent 
argument against the feminine fear 
of revealing one’s years. That fear 
is another evidence of woman's 
greatest weakness—her insistence 
on taking things personally.

O many new names and tints are 
S ceing added to the color chart 
that a dictionary is necessary to 
figure out the trends that are sig- 
nificant for autumn. Especially in- 


| teresting is the emphasis upon ac- 
cent tones and upon the use of col- 


ored accessories with black cos- 
tumes. 

Green is the latest shade to be 
featured extensively by the shops 
and it appears in many different 


| hues ranging from a vivid one to 
|a deep, forest tone. 


Starling and 
boxwood are two terms heard re- 
peatedly, one named for the bird 
and the other for the tree and ex- 
pressing the tendency of the season. 
Footwear, gloves and bags as well 
as complete costumes are advocated 
in these two shades of green. 
The vogue of gold jewelry to 
wear with black has started the fad 
of yellow accessories.

HOOSING one hat from the 
great variety of millinery styles 
that have fashion’s approval for 
autumn is a task which most wom- 
en will find difficult. The chances

called The Golden Flower of 

the Incas, ig a giant among 
garden annuals, adding to the late 
summer and fall bloom a golden 
splash of striking beauty. Because 
of its Jack-the-bean-stalk habit of 
growth, attaining a height of 10 
or 12 feet in one season, the strength 
of the plant goes first to stalk, and 
flowers may not appear until almost 
the first frost. By starting seeds 
in the house in March the amibi- 
tious gardener may to some extent 
encourage earlier bloom, but atill 
to many it has been a disappointing 
flower to grow, so we find it miss- 
ing in many a garden. 

0 years ago Roland F. Barker 
of Sandwich, Ill, found that some 
seed of his Tithonia speciosa began 
to produce flowers in July and by 
August its plants were in full 
bloom, Realizing that he had some- 
thing new, an early flowering Ti- 
thonia, he proclaimed it to the flow- 
er world, This year for the first 
strain has been available to all, and 
time seed of this delightful new 
as it becomes better known, this 
brilliant early fall bloomer should 
add to the decoration of every well- 
designed planting. 


—0-0-— 


TITHONIA is not of difficult cul- 
ture, though the ambitious height 
to which it hag a tendency to climb 
must be considered. It requires full 
sun. A shallow rooter, summer 
winds and storms will make short 
work in itg destruction if the stalks 
are not securely staked or planted 
in a sheltered position in the el of 
a building. In ordinary garden soil 
the new Tithonia will start bloom- 
ing when about four feet tall; in a 
rich, well watered spot it will shoot 
up six feet before flowering, but 
even that is a decided improvement 
on the old strain. ) 

Its height, and heavy, dark green 
foliage makes Tithonia valuable for 
background planting, yet its great- 
est charm is as a cut flower. The 
blossoms are three to four inches 
across and can be cut with two to 
three foot stems, carrying just 
enough of the dark foliage to show 
them off. They last well in water, 
the brilliant orange-scarlet flowers 
having captured many a blue rib- 
bon in fall flower shows. It is best 
to start the seeds in small pots in 
the house in March, and transplant 
to the garden when danger of frost 
is past. Those which start to bloom 
in late July will be literally covered 
with radiant gold flowers until 
frost comes to mow them down. 
The luscious foliage of Tithonia is 
unfortunately tempting to many in- 
sects which will fatten on it if left 
unmolested. To keep them in check 
one must spray often with poison 
insecticides and wash the under- 
sides of the leaves with a strong 
spray from the hose to keep the 
foliage free from red spider, a 
devastating little creature. Besides 
this spraying Tithonia needs little 
attention except perhaps to give it 
water during a very dry season. 

The amateur who has never 
grown Tithonia has a great pleas- 
ure in store for him.

ANOTHER striking flower for 
fall bloom is the Torch Lily or Tri- 
tonia, one of the most brilliant of 
garden perennials. All the plants 
of this family bedeck themselves in 
the gayest shades, flaming reds, 
rich orange and glowing yellows, to 
add splendor to the late garden. 
Another common name for the 
plant is Red-Hot Poker, which is 
quite appropriate in suggesting the 
glowing color and poker-like stiff- 
ness of the flower stalks. 

Among the delicate pinks and 
lavenders of the border of course 
the Torch Lily has no place but 
against mass plantings of foliage or 
conifers they make vivid accents. 
The florets are stiff and tubular, 
drooping from long spikes two to 
four feet high above the long 
strap-like basal leaves. They will 
do best in a light, well drained soil. 
In a very cold winter it is advis- 
able to give some protection with 
a dry covering that will not mat 
down and cause rot. Cedar branches 
or a few inches of excelsior would 
be adequate. Where the soil is 
not already rich apply a balanced 
fertilizer or well rotted manure in 
spring, and in the dry spells of sum- 
mer give liquid manure after a 
heavy watering to increase the size 
of the blossoms and prolong their 
blooming season. Seeds sown now 
in the cold frame will give bloom- 
ing plants for next year. If started 
very early in spring the plants will 
often give flowers the same year. 
Old clumps can be propagated by 
division while the plants are dor- 
mant,

S summer wanes, there are mil- 
A lions of high weeds and grasses 

whose tops are heavy with 
seeds, Some of these seeds are 
sharp-pointed. Your dog gallops 
through a vacant lot or a field. As 
he hits against the weeds, the im- 
pact sends showers of seeds all over 
his face and head. Many of these 
seeds—often the sharp or gritty 
ones—get into the corners of his 
eyes, setting up an irritation. Some 
of them may also work their way 
.into his inner ear, and cause _ in- 


| flammation. 

At least once a day, examine 
your dog's eyes and ears, in search 
| of these seeds. With a soft cloth 
| remove them. If they have caused 
any irritation to the eye, put into 
one of its corners a few drops of a 
five per cent solution of argyrol or 
a weak solution of boracic acid. 
Keep the eye corners and lids 
wiped clean, remembering always 
that the eye is perhaps the most 
sensitive part of the body, and 
working on it very gently. 

If you find seeds have gone too 
deeply into the ears to be wiped 
away easily, don’t prod around for 
them, Take the dog to a good vet,

Flower Which 
Adds Beauty 
To Fall Garden 


Tithonia Speciosa Has Been 
Developed Into Early Au- 
tumn Bloomer. 


called The Golden Flower of 

the Incas, is a giant among 
garden annuals, adding to the late 
summer and fall bloom a golden 
splash of striking beauty. Because 
of its Jack-the-bean-stalk habit of 
growth, attaining a height of 10 
or 12 feet in one season, the strength 
of the plant goes first to stalk, and 
flowers may not appear until almost 
the first frost. By starting seeds 
in the house in March the amibi- 
tious gardener may to some extent 
encourage earlier bloom, but still 
to many it has been a disappointing 
flower to grow, so we find it miss- 
ing in many a garden. 

oO years ago Roland F. Barker 
of Sandwich, Ill, found that some 
seed of his Tithonia speciosa began 
to produce flowers in July and by 
August its plants were in full 
bloom, Realizing that he had some- 
thing new, an early flowering Ti- 
thonia, he proclaimed it to the flow- 
er world, This year for the first 
strain has been available to all, and 
time seed of this delightful new 
as it becomes better known, this 
brilliant early fall bloomer should 
add to the decoration of every well- 
designed planting. 


TITHONIA is not of difficult cul- 
ture, though the ambitious height 
to which it hag a tendency to climb 
must be considered. It requires full 
sun. A shallow rooter, summer 
winds and storms will make short 
work in its destruction if the stalks 
are not securely staked or planted 
in a sheltered position in the el of 
a building. In ordinary garden soil 
the new Tithonia will start bloom- 
ing when about four feet tall; in a 
rich, well watered spot it will shoot 
up six feet before flowering, but 
even that is a decided improvement 
on the old strain. 

Its height, and heavy, dark green 
follage makes Tithonia valuable for 
background planting, yet its great- 
est charm is as a cut flower. The 
blossoms are three to four inches 
across and can be cut with two to 
three foot stems, carrying just 
enough of the dark foliage to show 
them off. They last well in water, 
the brilliant orange-scariet flowers 
having captured many a blue rib- 
bon in fall flower shows. It is beat 
to start the seeds in small pots in 
the house in March, and transplant 
to the garden when danger of frost 
is past. Those which start to bloom 
in late July will be literally covered 
with radiant gold flowers until 
frost comes to mow them down. 
The luscious foliage of Tithonia is 
unfortunately tempting to many in- 
sects which will fatten on it if left 
unmolested. To keep them in check 
one must spray often with poison 
insecticides and wash the under- 
sides of the leaves with a strong 
spray from the hose to keep the 
foliage free from red spider, a 
devastating little creature. Besides 
this spraying Tithonia needs little 
attention except perhaps to give it 
water during a very dry season. 

The amateur who has never 
grown Tithonia has a great pleas- 
ure in store for him. 
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ANOTHER striking flower for 
fall bloom is the Torch Lily or Tri- 
tonia, one of the most brilliant of 
garden perennials. All the plants 
of this family bedeck themselves in 
the gayest shades, flaming reds, 
rich orange and glowing yellows, to 
add splendor to the late garden. 
Another common name for the 
plant is Red-Hot Poker, which is 
quite appropriate in suggesting the 
glowing color and poker-like stiff- 
ness of the flower stalks. 

Among the delicate pinks and 
lavenders of the border of course 
the Torch Lily has no place but 
against mass plantings of foliage or 
conifers they make vivid accents. 
The florets are stiff and tubular, 
drooping from long spikes two to 
four feet high above the long 
strap-like basal leaves. They will 
do best in a light, well drained soil. 
In a very cold winter it is advis- 
able to give some protection with 
a dry covering that will not mat 
down and cause rot. Cedar branches 
or a few inches of excelsior would 
be adequate. Where the soil is 
not already rich apply a balanced 
fertilizer or well rotted manure in 
spring, and in the dry spells of sum- 
mer give liquid manure after a 
heavy watering to increase the size 
of the blossoms and prolong their 
blooming season. Seeds sown now 
in the cold frame will give bloom- 
ing plants for next year. If started 
very early in spring the plants will 
often give flowers the same year. 
Old clumps can be propagated by 
division while the plants are dor- 
mant,

E HAVE come to the season 
W:: mists and mellow fruitful- 

ness; the voice of the turtle is 
no longer heard in the land, and 
the hum of business indicates less 
leisurely and perhaps less elabo- 
rate lunches. 

For a high school lunch (I do 
not recommend this for younger 
children) or college lunch, or busi- 
ness lunch, gonsider the banana. 
Long a favorite, perhaps it will 
comfort you to know that it has 
solid, scientifically proved nutri- 
tional advantages. 

First get a ripe banana. You 
can tell when the banana is ripe 
by the skin; yellow flecked with 
brown spots. Many changes have 
taken place in this banana since 
it was green. In the green state it 
has 20 per cent starch and 1 per 
cent sugar; when ripe it has 18 per 
cent sugar and 2 per cent starch; 
most of the starch has been con- 
verted into more easily digested 
and higher energy-containing sug- 
ar. The insoluble substance which 
cements the cells of the green ba- 
nana together, protofectin, has 
been converted into a softer form 
of roughage, pectin. The acids and 
‘alcohols of the green banana have 
been converted in the ripening proc- 
ess into egters, amyl acetate, etc., 
which give the appetizing aroma. 

Bananas have practically no pro- 
tein and fat, and are therefore ideal 
for making up diets for kidney dis- 
ease. 

They have vitamins A, B, C. E 
and G. (No vitamin D.) 

Minerals present are: 
manganese, phosphorus, 
iron and copper. 
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BANANAS are a good source of 
energy, a good source of calories, 
they tend to stimulate the growth 
of the beneficial acid types of bac- 
teria in the intestinal canal, they 
are blood regenerating, and will di- 
gest with little mastication. 

Combined with milk, bananas 
make up an almost completely bal- 
anced ration. The milk provides 
the protein and fat, and possibly 
the vitamin D. The milk and ba- 
nana diet of Harrop has been used 
successfully for reducing. Its vir- 
tue is in its simplicity. Here are 
the instructions for it. 

When used as a continuous diet, 
one or two large bananas are used 
with a glass (250 cc.) of whole 
milk for breakfast and for lunch. 
For the evening meal the same is 
used if the strict diet is followed 
(six bananas and three glasses of 
milk a day), or if the modified diet 
is followed, the evening meal may 
consist of a clear soup, a slice of 
(fish or fowl,) two or 
three portions of 5 per cent vege- 
tables, a slice of bread and butter, 
and ‘a portion of uncooked fruit. 
With the modified plan the diet 
contains 1000 to 1200 calories. 


Baked Onions 


Ingredients: 

Four large Bermtda onions. 

One cup canned or fresh mush- 
rooms. 

Three tablespoons butter. 

One cup dry bread crumbs, 


calcium, 
sulphur, 


One-third cup rich milk or cream. 


Salt and pepper. 
Pee] the onions and parboil them 


in salted water. Drain and cool. 
Cut a slice off the top and scoop 
out the center with a sharp knife. 
Chop the centers fine and fry 
them with the mushrooms in the 
butter. Add the bread crumbs after 
moistening them with the milk. 
Season. Fill the onion shells with 
the mixture and place them.in a 
baking dish. Cover the bottom of 
the dish with water and bake in a 
moderate over for about 30 min- 
utes, or until the onions are ten- 
der. Serve with crisp bacon.

Symphonic Music Stea 


A Deanna

OOD folk will go to the Ambas- 

sador this week to see Deanna 

Durbin, that adolescent song ce- 
lebrity, in her second starring pic- 
ture, “100 Men and a Girl.” They 
will be repaid by a top-speed per- 
formance by Deanna, several of her 
charming arias, an amusing fable 
made up of comedy and overnight 
success and a completely satisfying 
show. 

But they are going to see a great 
deal, too, of Leopold Stokowski, a 
comer from Philadelphia, and are 
going to hear a lot of symphonic 
music presided over by Mr. Stokow- 
ski—excerpts from Tschaikowsky, 
Liszt, Wagner and Mozart — and 
they are going to like it. In that 
sense, “100 Men and a Girl” is his- 
torical. Not only may it give Sto- 
kowski the fame of Rubinoff and 
Borrah Minnevitch, but it may 
mean to symphonic music, so far 
as the screen is concerned, what 
“One Night of Love” meant to op- 
era. It is exceedingly worthy of 
note by those who demand “the 
better things” in the movies. 

Like “One Night of Love,” the 
Durbin show is magnificently put 
together, mixing elements of art, of 
showmanship, of fast comedy and 
Cinderella triumph. Director 
Henry Koster of “Three Smart 
Girls” has carried his studio's 
young discovery to even greater ac- 
complishment than before. “Three 
Smart Girls” was appealing in 
many ways, “100 Men and a Girl” 
is appealing in every way. 

It seems beside the point to argue 
the merit of Miss Durbin’s voice, 
in view of her acting ability. She 
has an exceptional voice—that is 
generally admitted—and she’ has 
also an unusually wise head on her 
shoulders. Vocally she may not last 
as long in the entertainment world 
as her one-time partner in a short 
subject, Judy Garland, who is now 
in “Broadway Melody of 1938” and 
who puts a phenomenal punch into 
her songs. Both youngsters have 
extraordinary acting ability. 

No mature actress, except possi- 
bly Miriam Hopkins, could keep up 
the juvenile breathlessness, how- 
ever, that Deanna has in “100 Men 
and a Girl.” As the daughter of 
an unemployed trombonist, Adolphe 
Menjou, seeking to get a job for 
him and his 99 or so friends, she 
has an hour and a half of sneaking 
in where she isn’t wanted, of grap- 
pling with doormen, telling one fib 
after another and high-pressuring 
everybody. When comes time to 
weep at the bed-post, she does that 
in true misery. When she sings 
Mozart’s “Alleluja” with Stokowski’s 
orchestra, she is properly serene 
and ethereal. In her triumphal ren- 
dition of the Drinking Song from 
“La Traviata” at the finish, she 
has poise and radiance. 

But the last person we see on 
the screen is the cotton-top Stokow- 
ski putting the orchestra through 
its paces. A check-back over the 
film shows that Stokowski started 
it, too, and that he has appeared 
again and again for extended gse- 
quences. The biggest thrill of all 
occurs when the hundred men and 
girls go to Stokowski’s town house 
to implore him to conduct the or- 
chestra. Deployed on a grand stair- 
case, they start Liszt’s Second 
Hungarian Rhapsody. Stokowski 
watches in silence and immobility, 
but soon his hand is infected with 
the rhythm and then, out of in- 
stinct or perhaps a sense of justice

for Liszt, he becomes the conductor. 
And the Stokowski hand-gymnas- 
tics, patrons of “The Big Broadcast 
of 1937” will remember, create a 
highly dramatic effect in close-ups. 

Recording of the symphonic num- 
bers — fourth movement from 
Tschaikoswky’s “Fifth Symphony,” 
the Prélude to the third act of Wag- 
ner’s “Lohengrin” and lesser selec- 
tions—has aimed at a three-dimen- 
sion effect. Studio advices say 
microphones were placed in every 
section of the orchestra and an in- 
tricate system of recording used to 
bring out this or that tonal effect. 
The music does have a_ unique 
sonority for sound-track stuff, al- 
though manipulations of the vari- 
ous sections of the orchestra some- 
times gives the ebb and flow qual- 
ity of a trans-Atlantic broadcast. 

Of special glow in the cast are 
Menjou, Mischa Auer, Eugene Pall- 
ette as an irate millionaire and 
Alice Brady, his dizzy wife. Frank 
Jenks has a likeable bit as a taxi 
driver who haulg Deanna about 
town. 

For those who arrive at the wrong 
time at the Ambassador there is a 
second feature, “The Lady Fights 
Back,” featuring Irene Hervey and 
Kent Taylor. Irene Hervey is the 
kind of a girl who lives in the 
woods and tears up court orders, 
Kent is the kind of fellow he was 
in his last picture, even doing some 
of the same stunts. “Love in a 
Bungalow” was the name of the 
other film, if I recall correctly.

‘Tovarich: an International 
Success in the Theater 


‘6 OVARICH,” the Robert 
T Sherwood-Jacques Deval 
comedy which opens the 
legitimate season at the American 
Theater a week from tomorrow 
night, following the current engage- 
ment of the Paul Muni picture, 
ranks as the most cosmopolitan 
success of the stage in recent years. 


Its ponderable record includes an 
opening in Paris in 1933 and a run 
of more than 800 performances, a 
subsequent run of 417 performances 
in London, 356 in New York, 250 
in Vienna and engagements in 
Stockholm, Tokio, Capetown and 
two dozen other major cities of the 
world. 

The play had been translated in- 
to 21 languages before the Amer- 
ican playwright decided to tackle 
an adaptation. Sherwood, who is 
known for his “Road to Rome,” 
“Reunion in Vienna,” “Petrified 
Forest” and “Idiot’s Delight,” had 
written only original plays %efore, 
but Deval’s account of two penni- 
less White Russians guarding a 
billion-dollar Czarist treasure in 
Paris captivated him and he broke 
his literary precedent. 

The finished work, first employed 
in London, represents an almost 
equal mixture of Deval and Sher- 
wood. The plot, with a few minor 
changes is that of the Frenchman, 
himself known to American audi- 
ences for “Her Cardboard Lover” 
and “Mademoiselle.” A good part 
of the dialogue, however, is char- 
acteristically Sherwood’s and char- 
acteristically American. 

For instance, one particular 
speech in the first act show unmis- 
takable signs of Sherwood. 
“France’s sorrows are my sorrows,” 
says Prince Mikail, the exiled Rus- 
sian nobleman. “France has given 
sanctuary to me and to many of 
my countrymen; at great risk to 
her national security, she has al- 
lowed some of us to drive taxis.” 

This is a typical American 
joke, one that a Frenchman 
wouldn’t dream of writing. The 
taxicabs of France, like the fogs 
of England, have been ideal butts 
for Yankee wit but Europeans 
and the Gauls don’t find them so 
amusing. But, in the third act, 
where the Grand Duchess Tatiana 
says, “We may take back'_—ithat 
which belongs to France or to 
America. But no one has ever 
taken back anything from En- 
gland,” that is a typically French 
jest. 

One unusual feature of the com- 
edy’s travels through the world 
has been retention of its title, a 
thing that gave Broadway pause 
when it was first programmed 
there. Though pronunciation has 
been far from standard, most 
tongues have been able to say 
“Toe-VARR-ish” and most theater- 
goers know that it means “Com- 
rade” in Russian and is a popular 
Soviet term of address. 

The St. Louis cast of the play 
will be headed by Eugenie Leonto- 
vich, who was the Grand Duchess 
in the London production and in a 
road company out West last spring. 
With her are McKay Morris, as 
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Prince Mikail; John Barclay, 
George Graham, Forest Orr, Rosa- 
lind Ivan, Audrey Barlow, John 
Fearnly, Irene Winston, Murray 
Stevens, Jean DeVal, Jessie Gra- 
ham, James Jolley, Judith Vosselli 
and Clara Palmer. 

Announced to follow “Tovarich” 
at the American on Oct. 17 is a 
return engagement of “Tobacco 
Road,” which has played at the 
American in the last two seasons. 
Jim Barton, uncle of the James 
Barton who is Jeeter Lester in the 
still-running New York edition, will 
head the cast. 

The week immediately after “To- 
varich” is vacant at present, al- 
though any one of several road 
shows may take it over. “You 
Can’t Take It With You,” Pulitzer 
Prize play, comes in Oct. 25. 


Salzburg Opera 
Heads Civic Music 


League Bookings 


Heading the list of artists for the 
Civic Music League, which opens 
its series in November, is the Salz- 
burg Opera Guild troupe, which 
arrives in the United States next 
month on its first American tour 
and which will give one perform- 
ance at the Auditorium Opera 
House on Feb. 8. 

The Guild, Viennese in origin, 
has sung the operas of Mozart the 
last two summers at the Salzburg 
Festival, winning a world-wide 
reputation as a result. With its 
personnel, even to orchestra and 
chorus, unchanged for the tour, 
music lovers on this side of the 
Atlantic are assured of hearing the 
ensemble exactly as it is abroad. 
The repertory on tour is made up 
of Mozart works and of Monte- 
verde’s Seventeenth Century “Coro- 
nation of Poppea,” “The Poor 
Sailor,” a modern opera of Mil- 
haud, “Angelique” by Ibert and 
Rossini’s first opera, “The Matri- 
monial Market.” The selection for 
St. Louis probably will be Mozart’s 
famous “Cosi Fan Tutte.” 

Rudolf Serkin, pianist who 
played with the St. Louis Symphony 
last year, is the first Civic Music 
League artist, in a recital Nov. 9. 
Elisabeth Rethberg, soprano, and 
Ezio Pina, basso, are booked for a 
combined program on Dec. 7, Uday 
Shan-Kar and his Hindu Ballet on 
Jan. 25 and Josef Szigeti, violinist, 
on March 1.

Louis Symphony Orchestra will 
enter on its fifty-eighth season with 
concerts on Friday afternoon, Nov, 
5, and Saturday evening, Nov. 6, 
at the Auditorium Opera House, 
Brochures mailed to patrons yester- 
day list 18 pairs of subscription 
concerts, ending the last of next 
March. 

Conductor Viadimir Golschmann, 
now on vacation at Deauville on 
the French Riviera, will be back 
for his seventh year in St. Louis, 
The conductor’s summer appear- 
ances with the New York Philhar 
monic Symphony in Lewisohn Sta- 
dium, where he opened the season, 
at Hollywood Bowl concerts of the 
Los Angeles Philharmonic, with the 
Philadelphia Orchestra in Robin 
Hood Dell and with the Chicago 
Symphony at Ravinia Park, all re- 
sulted in capacity crowds and re 
ceived best reports from the re- 
viewers. 

The 1937-38 season of the St, 
Louis orchestra has gained addi- 
tional attention in music circles be- 
cause of the announcement by Ye- 
hudi Menuhin, young violinist, that 
he will give American premiere 
performances in St. Louis to Rob- 
ert Schumann’s long-lost con- 
certo, recently discovered in the 
vault of a German museum after 
being hidden 90 years, Menuhin, 
first of 20 soloists for the season, 
will be here Nov. 12 and 13 and will 
play also Brahms’ D Major Con- 
certo with the orchestra. 

Of special note during the sea- 
son, too, are the scheduled appear~ 
ances of Albert Stoessel, St. Louis-

When Sir John Franklin’s expedition, with 
its two ships, the Erebus and the Terror, was 
caught in the polar ice pack in 1847, caus- 
ing the greatest search the Arctic had ever 
known, it was by boat, by sledge and by guess 
that the hunt was carried on. Within 10 
years 40 expeditions, some backed by the 
British Government, others privately  fi- 
nanced, were sent out to wander through a 
vast icy desolation, much of it unexplored, off 
the northern coast of Canada. They were 
balked by ice which gripped their ships and 
held them, by inability to travel in the ter- 
rible cold of the winters, by lack of commu. 
nication with other searching parties and by 
uncertainty as to where and when disaster 
had forced the missing expedition from its 
course. Not until 1859 were messages and 
relics found showing that all the 129 mem- 

bers of the Franklin party had perished.

SENSITIVE GEORGIA. 

Georgia is willing to send her convicts to Massa- 
chusetts with a vengeance, but she is unwilling to 
yield her credit for being the State in which the 
use of ether as an anesthetic was first demonstrated 
to the world. Because a textbook on chemistry and 
physics failed to mention the early use of ether as 
anesthetic by a Georgia physician, an order for the 
book has been canceled by the Georgia State Board of 
Education. 

The facts, according to our old standby, the En- 
cyclopedia Britannica, are these: Dr. Crawford W. 
Long of Georgia used ether as an anesthetic in re- 
moving a tumor from a woman's neck in 1842, but 
published the results of his discovery only in 1849. 
In the meanwhile, a Dr. William T. G. Morton and 
Dr. Charles T. Jackson gave a public demonstration 
of the use of ether in operations in Boston in 1846. 
According to the encyclopedia, it was the work of 
the Massachusetts men, rather than that of the Geor- 
gian, which caused ether to begin to be used as an 
anesthetic on an extensive scale. 

The hapless author of the textbook, to be both 
brief and non-controversial, had simply said: “In 
1846, Morton and Warren of Boston used ether in 
performing an operation, and since that date civilized

guilty one. Instead of sitting quietly and 
protecting his political skin, he forgot 
all about protecting his political future 
and wrote the Governor an open letter 
proclaiming his belief that the Negro 
was innocent of the crime. The Negro was 
saved, but the Sheriff lost out heavily 
in the next election. And there were some 
other instances like this. 

This is taking quite some space to make 
the point that failure to buck the Klan 
politically did not mean bigotry, but I 
think the point worth making. 

If all the men who sometimes sur- 
render to the pressure of opportunism 
were eliminated from our public life, we 
would have an entirely new set of poli- 
tical officials. I know even, too, that some 
newspaper editors are sometimes known 
to justify the policy of not “getting too 
far out in front of their readers.”’

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IN GOOD STANDING ONCE MORE. 

We are glad to note that Missouri has been re- 
stored to good standing on the list of the Nationa] 
Association of Boards of Pharmacy. 

It lost this status some time ago, after the 
Post-Dispatch published charges of wholesale cheat- 
ing at an examination for pharmacists conducted in 
St. Louis last April by the State Board of Pharmacy. 
Many of the persons taking this examination had 
attended so-called cram schools for periods of short 
duration, and were totally unequipped for the ex- 
acting and specialized nature of a pharmacist’s duties. 
The grave danger to public health implicit in this 
situation roused both the Governor and the Legisla- 
ture to action. The Legislature, near the end of its 
session, passed a law requiring that applicants for 
pharmacists’ licenses must be graduates of recognized 
four-year pharmacy schools. The Gevernor appointed 
a new State Board of Pharmacy. The Board flunked 
most of the applicants at the cheating examination 
of April. Of those that failed, 23 were directly found 
by the board to have cheated. 


Because of these salutary developments, the Na- 
tional Association of Boards of Pharmacy restores 
Missouri to the list of states which have reciprocal 
arrangements for recognizing pharmacists’ licenses.

This grew 
out of a recollection of his record for sociai 
betterment in the State Legislature, together 
with Senator Wagner and Mr. Smith. 

In the presidential campaign of 1932, Mr. 
Roosevelt performed the historic feat of re- 
capturing the “white supremacy” states of 
the South (which had been ignobly led to 
desert Mr. Smith four years previously on 
religious and social arguments), while ob- 
taining at the same time the largest measure 
of Northern Negro votes ever acquired by a 
Democratic candidate. And in 1936 the Negro 
population supported him overwhelmingly.

The Vodopyanov party had some- 
thing of a windfall on Reiner 
Island. A polar bear wandered into 
camp, and the flyers were able to 
add fresh bear meat steaks to their 
usual menu of prepared foods. 

At Rudolf Island the aviators 
found stocks of fuel and provisions 
awaiting them. It is 
that they will fly direct from there 
to the polar camp, the scientific 
station established on a drifting 
ice floe and under command of 
Ivan Papanin. At the time of Vodo- 
pyanov’s arrival at Rudolf Island, 
the polar camp was reported on the 
Greerfwich meridian at 86 degrees 
of latitude. 

The four ANT-6 planes have fuel 
capacity for flights of 1800 miles. 
When they soar out over the ice 
barrens surrounding the pole they 
will have been provided with every 
safeguard possible against the dan- 
gers of their quest. Each will car- 
ry three radio sets, two for emer- 
gency use, and will maintain com- 
munication with one another by 
radio telephone. Each will carry 
six months’ supply of food for its 
crew, stoves, tents, skiis and fire- 
arms. There also will be rockets 
aboard in case it becomes necessary 
to illuminate the surface below 
them in the polar twilight that is 
now setting in. Most of the region 
they expect to scan is unexplored 
territory. 

There are three single-motor 
planes at Rudolf Island which are 
ready for auxiliary service in sup- 
port of the searching ships. 

Rescue Parties in Alaska. 

On the Alaskan coast a base of 
operations from that side of the 
Arctic has been established at 
Point Barrow, where rescue activi- 
ties are under the direction of an 
official of the Soviet Embassy in 
Washington. The icebreaker Kras- 
sin reached Barrow recently, car- 
rying gasoline, oil and four air- 
planes to be used in the search. 
It has been ordered to remain near 
the Alaskan coast for a few days 
because of the possibility that Vo- 
dopyanov’s fleet will fly as far as 
Alaska in its search. The two- 
motor hydroplane USSR H-2, pi- 
loted by Zadkov, has flown there 
from Siberia, and the USSR H-207, 
commanded ‘by Alexsei Gratsiansky, 
arrived a few days ago, also from 
Siberia. Additional concentration 
of Soviet airplanes is indicated on 
the accompanying map. 

Fogs and storms have hampered 
the search from the American base.

| On board my plane will be M. I. 
| Shevelev, chief of the expedition, 
‘and L T. Spirin, flag navigator of 
' the expedition. 

. g fully appreciate the difficulties 
‘of the forthcoming flight. While 
‘we know something about the 
Soviet sector of the Arctic, next 
to nothing is known about the 
American. It is true we shall take 
into account the experience gained 
by Comrades Chkalov and Gromov, 
but this is not enough for the work. 
We shall have to master the Amer- 
ican Arctic independently. 

Divisions of the Route. 

Our route may really be divided 
into the following sections: Mos- 
cow to Archangel, Archangel to 
Rudolf Island, and Rudolf Island to 
the North Pole. 

The first section has been mas- 
tered. The second, from Archangel 
to Rudolf Island, is a difficult one. 
But there all the meteorological sta- 
tions on the coast will serve us. 
The most difficult section is from 
Rudolf Island to the North Pole. 
In that section we travel under the 
direction of Papanin (chief of North 
Pole Station). Further on, during 
the search operations, we will have 
to rely only upon ourselves. 

We shall conduct the search op- 
erations in formation in deployed 
column. This will enable us to cov- 
er simultaneously an area up to 100 
kilometers (about 62 miles). All 
of us will watch the ice floes, and 
we will not miss a single piece of 
ice. 


To Search All Ice Floes. 

With favorable weather I hope to 
watch the ice floes over 30 or 40 
kilometers. And, of course, if Com- 
rade Levanevsky’s plane is there, 
we will see it. Irrespective of the 
conditions in the Arctic, we are 
bound to carry out the task set by 
the party and the Government and 
will search all the ice floes, even if 
we have to fly very close to the

with them we can land not only on 
an airdrome, but also on Papanin’s 
ice floe. 

During the flight I will be con- 
nected with the pilots of the other 
planes by radio-telephone. 

The role of the flag navigator 
Comrade Spirin, in the forthcom- 
ing flight will be of exceptional 
importance. He will have to guide 
the planes over quite unexplored 
latitudes of the American Arctic. 

Task of the Navigator. 

Without charts and _ without 
means of orientation, the flag navi- 
gator of the expedition will be faced 
with the heroic task of directing 
the planes along Comrade Levanev- 
sky's route. If you add to this the 
fact that polar twilight sets 
from Sept. 10 in the Arctic, the 
great role of the flag navigator 
will become clear even to those un- 
initiated in air navigation. 

All possibilities must be foreseen 
in the Arctic with its unexpected 
weather changes. Something un- 
pleasant in the shape of a forced 
landing on the ice owing to a rapid 
change in the weather, or for some 
other reason, may happen to any 
of the planes. In order that such 
a landing may not become a drama, 
we have provided the crew of each 
plane with a six months’ stock of 
food well and strongly packed in 
rubber bags. Each of the planes 
is equipped with three radio sets, 
two for emergency. In addition, the 
planes will carry stoves for cook- 
ing food, rifles, silk tents, sledges, 
skiis and other necessary articles. 

Flares for Polar Twilight. 

In view of the fact that we may 
perhaps have to search for the 
H-209 during the polar twilight, we 
are carrying rockets capable of 
burning for three or four minutes 
and lighting a huge area. 

This is how our expedition has 
been prepared and this is how it 
will work. 

We know that our expedition has 
been organized on instructions from 
the Government, on _ instructions 
from Comrade Stalin. We know 
also that he is watching the prepa- 
ration of our expedition and is 
anxious about the fate of our com- 
rades who have found themselves 
amidst the Arctic ice on the other 
side of the Pole. None of us, 
therefore, will stop at any difficul- 
ties in order to carry out this great 
task and wrench Levanevsky, Kas- 
tanayev, Levchenko, Pobezhimov, 
Godovikov and Galkovsky from the 
clutches of the Arctic elements. 

We are confident of the success 
of our expedition. 


HOOVER WANTS UNIVERSITIES 
TO TRAIN BOYS’ CLUB LEADERS 


Says Courses Should be Offered for 
Them the Same as for 
Teachers,

NEW YORK, Sept. 18.—Former 
President Hoover, addressing a 
conference of leaders in boys’ club

universities should offer courses in 
boys’ club work. 

“We have devoted ourselves 
the universities largely to the train- 
ing of teachers,” he said. “We have 
developed the idea of leadership in 
the schools as distinct from leader- 
ship in the thousands of other ele- 
ments which concern youth. 


“The development of boys’ clubs

has now reached the point where it 
requires the distinctive training of 
leaders in the same way as teach- 
ers. Boys’ club work has not yet 
been elevated to the rank of a pro- 
fession.”

named as a defendant and therefore 

could not present his own side. 

Quo Warranto Proceedings One 
Possible Way Out. 

But it is practicable under the 
statutes, said the Idaho Senator, for 
the Attorney-General of the United 
States, though not for a private 
citizen, to file quo warranto pro- 
ceedings against Black in the Su- 
preme Court, inquiring by what au- 
thority he holds office. If the 
Alabaman replies that he mounted 
the bench through appointment by 
the President and confirmation by 
the Senate, then the court could 
proceed to inquire whether a legal 
vacancy on the tribunal was created 
by the retirement of Associate Jus- 
tice Van Devanter. Needless to re- 
mark, the Attorney-General would 
not take such action save under 
specific instruction from the Presi- 
dent. 

In view of the Supreme Court’s 
previous construction of the Judici- 
ary Act as relating to Federal 
Judges in the lower courts, Borah 
is persuaded that the court can- 
not but hold that Van Devanter’s 
retirement created no vacancy, and 
that therefore Black’s appointment 
violated the statute limiting mem- 
bership in the tribunal to a Chief 
Justice and eight Associate Jus- 
tices. 

Borah’s View of It. 

“Justice Van Devanter,” declared. 
Borah, “has been quoted as saying 
he would be glad to continue his 
services to the public by accepting 
an assignment in some Federal cir- 
cuit. May I ask what judicial of- 
fice he would be holding should he 
be called to sit in a judicial capaci- 
ty in a Federal Circuit or District 
Court? Mr. Van Devanter has been 
appointed to only one judicial of- 
fice, and that is the Supreme Court 
of the United States. If he is not 
still a Justice of the Supreme Court, 
then there is no judicial service 
which he can possibly perform in 
the lower courts, 

“The Supreme Court has held 
that ‘by retiring pursuant to the 
statute a Judge does not relinquish 
his office,’ and added that ‘it is 
scarcely necessary to say that a re- 
tiring Judge’s acts would be illegal 
unless he who performs them held 
the office of Judge. It is a con- 
tradiction in terms to assert that 
one who has retired in accordance 
with the statute may continue to 
function as a Federal Judge and 
yet not hold the office of a Judge.’ 

The statute, Borah admits, goes 
on to authorize the President “to 
appoint a successor to any such 
Justice of the Supreme Court so 
retiring from regular active service 
on the bench,” but finds that the 
Supreme Court has also interpreted 
the same language found in the Re- 
tirement Act with reference to the 
lower courts, declaring that “the 
phraseology may not be well chosen, 
‘but that’ it cannot be construed 
to vacate the office of the retiring 
Judge in the light of the evident 
purpose that he shall continue to 
hold office and perform official 
duties.” 

A quo warranto suit against 
Black would throw upon his asso- 
ciates of the Supreme Bench the 
burden of judging the legality of 
his appointment. Such is the au- 
gust dignity of the Justices that 
they are not to be quoted or inter- 
viewed. But it may not be sacri- 
lege to suggest that more than one 
of them would welcome such an 
opportunity with exuberant gusto. 

In conclusion, ft may be safely 
maintained that President Roose- 
velt would find it unthinkable to 
resort to such an expedient save as 
a desperate last resource.

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ENROLLMENT IN GRADESCHOOLS 
DROPS BUT RISES IN COLLEGES 


Situation Attributed to Decline in 
National Birth Rate Since 
1930. 

By the Associated Press. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 18.—Office 
of Education statisticians predicted 
today that fewer children would en- 
ter elementary schools this fall, but 
more youths would go to college. 

The country’s falling birth rate 
has kept the grade school enroll- 
ment on the decline since 1930. In 
seven years, the number of pupils 
has dropped 1,000,000. 

College enrollments, however, will 
reach a new high. About one out of 
every 100 persons will be in college 
or university this fall, 

High school enrollment has been 
increasing faster than college en- 
rollment, with more than 6,500,000 
students signed up this year com- 
pared with only 203,000 in 1890. 

The office of Education said 33,- 
000,000 children and adults would 
be in school this fall, divided as fol- 
lows: Elementary schools, 22,500,- 
000; high schools, 6,500,000; univer- 
sities and colleges, 1,250,000; all 
other schools, 2,750,000. 


KANSAS. CITY CONFERENCE 
ON UNIFORM AIR LAWS 


Three Proposed Acts for Use on 
Various States to Be Taken 
Up Tomorrow. 

By the Associated Press. 

KANSAS CITY, Mo., Sept. 18. — 
The task of making uniform the 
laws governing the airways will be 
undertaken by the national confer- 
ence of Commissioners on Uniform 
State Laws at its forty-seventh an- 
nual meeting here beginning Mon- 
day. 

Three proposed acts treating with 
aeronautics will be considered. An 
aviation liability act, a law of air 
flight and an air jurisdiction act. 
William A. Schnader of Philadel- 
phia, is chairman of the aeronau- 
tical code committee. 

The conference is called annually 
preceding the meeting of the Amer- 
ican Bar Association to draft sim- 
plified acts for adoption by the va- 
rious states.

and found everything was left be- 
hind in panic. There were machine 
guns, cartridge boxes full of am- 
munition, yesterday’s Zaragoza 
newspaper, paper fans with Gen. 
Francisco Franco’s portrait, bodies 
and a few wounded men. A shell 
had torn off the hands of one of the 
men. He had covered the wound 
with a rag and was begging for 
water. In the communication pas- 
sages lay heaps of torn documents 
and purple berets of the Fascist 
Requet League. 
Guns Left in Good Order. 

Two young men, their hair white 
with dust, fussed about the bat- 
teries. They were the French Capt. 
Carret-Gaston, and Lieut. Samuel 
who, together with six French and 
Belgian young Communists, had 
stormed Quinto with the old gun. 
They were delighted with their 


trophies. The guns which the 
Fascists had left behind were in 
perfect order and had a supply of 
ammunition. 

The village was occupied but not 
yet cleared. A few hundred Fas- 
cists had barricaded themselves in 
the church with machine guns. 
Others were hiding in various 
houses. Shooting was going on in 
the side streets. The head of the 
ambulance corps arrived with the 
first carts. He went to the church 
square to pick up the wounded, and 
a bullet from the church tower 
struck him in the temple. The body 
was put in the ambulance cart. 

In the attack, eight Republican 
commanders and commissars and 
about 60 soldiers were killed. We 
had been talking to some of them 
as we began to write these lines in 
the night. Now they were dead. 
The Fascists lost 500 men. 

A crowd of fugitives came along 
the street. The Fascists had evacu- 
ated only those capable of bearing 
arms. The old men, women and 
children were left under fire. They 
were now sent to the rear of the 
Republican army in case of a coun- 
ter-attack or an air bombardment. 
The soldiers, tired and dusty, 
talked with the girls. 

A large herd of cattle was driven 
along the streets. It also had been 
captured. 

And then, through the firing, 
through the groans of the wounded, 
a joyful tumult was heard. What 
had happened? A well had been 
found, a real well, with water in 
it, and immediately a long line of 
soldiers formed near it. Someone 
was already giving orders to fill 
water bottles but not pails, and 
then there would be enough for 
all. But, it was added, “Give the 
water first of all to a sheep to 
drink to see if it is poisoned.” 

The sheep drank and nothing 
happened. The Fascists had not 
had time to poison the water. Night 


(fell. We could now lie down to 
sleep. 
Loyalist Army Advances. 

The army was advancing stead- 
ily but slowly. After the capture 
of Quinto, the Republicans took 
the villages of Mediana, Codo, 
Puebla de Albarton, Hermita and 
Castillo de Banastro. All these 
were not simply villages but gen- 
uine little fortresses, with excellent 
reinforced concrete fortifications 
in the German style, bombproof 
shelters, artillery, mortars and ma- 
chine guns. All these things formed 
the strongly fortified zone which 
protected the Fascists on the Ara- 
gon front. The passivity of the 
Catalonian Republican troops for 
almost a year had given the Fas- 
cists the opportunity to entrench 
themselves strongly here. 

Mediana and Codo were absolute- 
ly empty. The Republicans did not 
capture a single prisoner in them. 
The Fascist garrisons which es- 
caped from them had joined the 
garrison of Belchite. They had 
taken with them all the young 
peasants, whom they forcibly mo- 
bilized. The old people, women and 
children had fled. 


Food Still in Houses. 

There was not a person in the 
streets or in the courtyards of 
Codo. Houses built of gray stone 
were clustered at the foot of the 
hills. The lower stories were filled 
with sacks of grain. There were 
enormous vats of olive oil. In the 
houses of the wealthy, smoked 
hams had been left hanging from 
the ceiling. The crockery was on 
the shelves, the clothes were in the 
wardrobes. There were fresh flow- 
ers in bowls and the Zaragoza 
newspapers of Aug. 28 lay on the 
tables. 

The flight from here had been 
sudden and tragic. Tired looking 
chickens were wandering around. 
The commissar gave orders that 
they must not be touched, but no 
one had time to give them water. 
The doors of the church were wide 
open, lamps burned at the altar and 
vestments and prayer books lay 
there. 

In the office of the military com- 
mand were boxes of cartridges, por- 
traits of generals and, on the table, 
lists of peasants with the notes, 
“Former Anarchist,” “Former So- 
cialist,” “Wife in Murcia,” against 
the names. On the market square 
was a poster of the Fascist Pha- 
lanx, which was soon torn down by 
the soldiers when they arrived. 

It was impossible to remain here. 
It was nauseating. The wind car- 
ried the stench of the bodies which 
were strewn on slopes of the hills 
and in the outskirts of the village. 
Here lay a tremendous Moor, with 
his arms and legs stretched out. 
Around him were empty cartridge 
cases. His tunic was unbuttoned 
and on his black swollen chest was 
a great patch of blood. And here 
were four bodies, face downward, 
the backs of their heads blown to 


pieces. They had been shot by 
their own officers. 


Loyalist Army Advances on Belchite 


the hills, the Nth Brigade was 

attacking the outposts of Bel- 
chite across the valley. One of the 
forts had surrendered at dawn. A 
sergeant shot his officer and came 
over to the side of the Republic 
with 40 soldiers. He was now sit- 
ting in a trench between the com- 
mander of the brigade and the 
commander of the artillery, smok- 
ing and pointing out the objects 
to be aimed at. All the weight of 
the attack lay on this flank, the 
left flank. From the other side, 
behind the railway station, two lo- 
cal brigades which had been in 
Aragon for a long time were op- 
erating very lethargically, all the 
time arguing with the tankmen as 
to which of them would go first. 
When the tanks opened an ener- 
getic fire at the railway station, 
the soldiers crowded around the 
machines and began to applaud en- 
thusiastically. But still they did 
not advance. They waited until 
the artillery from Belchite dropped 
a shell into the crowd and killed 
several men. 

The Madrid troops were attack- 
ing from the left, bravely although 
not yet expertly. They ran ahead 
perfectly upright, only slightly 
bending their heads, and those who 
crawled along the ground under 
the fire were laughed at as cow- 
ards. But if several men were 
struck down, the whole group would 
stop and the attack was over. It 
all had to be begun again after a 
delay. In the long run, the ones 
who got there were those who had 
moved cautiously, creeping along 
the ground. 

And now four tanks had finished 
shooting. The battalion, which had 
crept up to the trenches during the 
shooting, immediately sprang Up 
and rushed to the attack. The dis- 
heartened Fascists were already 
running to meet them without 
rifles, their arms raised above their 
heads. The men shouted “Salud.” 
They were taken under escort to 
the rear, while the tanks ran down 
the valley to the cemetery. 

Difficult Task Ahead. 

The batteries of Belchite were si- 
lent. Some of the guns had been 
smashed and the others had no 
shells. Still it was no easy task to 
capture the town. The various 
streets and houses were fortified. 
Everyone was armed. Those who 
refused to fight were immediately 
shot. 

The deserters from the Fascists 
explained that when the rebel com- 
manders sent in the garrisons of 
Codo and Mediana they gave the 
whole group orders to hold out at 
all costs and promised to send re- 
infofcements and food very soon. 
They encouraged the Fascists by 
radio every two hours. The loss of 
Belchite would mean for them the 
loss of 2000 bayonets and an im- 
portant center of defense, almost 
at the junction of the Aragon and 
Teruel fronts. If the siege could be 


Fine the neighboring ridge of 


dragged out, either the Fascist 
forces from the northwest would 
be able to arrive or the column 
would fight its own way past the 
station and get out of the town. 

To confirm these alarms, on the 
right flank several clouds of dust 
were seen—four, five, then 10. They 
ran rapidly toward the town, It 
looked like motorized infantry. All 
talk died away. A telephone mes- 
sage came from the commanders’ 
headquarters that the tanks were 
to turn and prepare to cut off the 
column from the right. At the last 
moment, everything was explained. 
These were armored cars sent to 
support the right flank of the at- 
tacking Catalonian troops. Every- 
one breathed more easily. 


Another Aerial Attack. 


The preparations for a new at- 
tack began. Suddenly all heads 
turned toward the sky. This was 
the third time today the planes had 
come, In the morning, it was the 
Fascists bombing the infantry. 
Then it was the Republicans bomb- 
ing the forts and batteries of Bel- 
chite. But who was it now? 


From afar, we tried to recognize 
the silhouettes of the planes in the 
twilight, but a minute later there 
was no need to guess. Twelve 
Junkers with a guard of fighting 
planes were coming toward us. The 
infantry began to huddle on the 
ground. The tanks remained 
where they were; they heard noth- 
ing, but they would soon hear, The 
planes dropped their bombs on de- 
serted Codo. Half a minute later, 
the whole village disappeared in an 
enormous column of smoke and 
flames. The Junkers still had some 
bombs for us. 

We all jumped in a heap into a 
hole. Somebody shouted “horses.” 
And in truth, five battalion horses 
were rushing like mad across the 
field. An explosion scattered 
earth over us. All were alive ex- 
cept one horse that was killed. 
Roaring loudly, the Junkers flew 
farther, over Belchite. 

That night, rattling over uneven 
white roads, without lights, the 
commanders went to the staff of 
the army. Their dilapidated auto- 
mobiles stopped at the village 
school. The sleepy sentinel had 
his rifle in his left hand and a 
fan in his right. Maps were spread 
out on the school benches in a low 
and dirty room. On the table was 
a thermos flask, Put no one used 
it. Generals and colonels, one after 
another, took the porron — the 
heavy earthenware jug—and raised 
it above their heads in the Spanish 
fashion so that the -water could 
flow directly down their throats. 
Everyone was tired and there was 
no need to discuss anything. The 
main task for tomorrow was to 
take Belchite at all costs, and to 
take it in such a way that not a 
single Fascist soldier would break 
through and not one would get 


away. 


CONSECRATION RITES 
FOR NEW BISHOP, 


The Most Rev. Paul C. Schulte 
to Be Invested at Cathe- 
dral Tuesday. 


The Most Rev. Paul C. Schulte 
will be consecrated as Bishop of 
Leavenworth, Kan., Tuesday at the 
St. Louis Cathedral, Lindell boule- 
vard and Newstead avenue. Since 
1922, he has been pastor of the 
Church of St. Louis of France (Old 
Cathedral), 213 Walnut street, 
where he was assigned as an as- 
sistant on his ordination in 1915. 


The centuries-old ceremony of 
consecration will begin at 10 a. m, 
and will last about three hours, 
It will be preceded at 9:45 a. m, 
by a procession of more than 400 
participating clergy and choristers, 
Archbishop John J. Glennon, as 
consecrator, will march at the rear 
with Bishop-Elect Schulte and the 
two co-consecrators, Bishop Chris- 
topher E. Byrne of Galveston, Tex. 
and Auxiliary Bishop Christian H, 
Winkelmann of St. Louis. Fifteen 
other bishops and three out-of-town 
archbishops, J. L. Beckman of Du- 
buque, Ia.; John Gregory Murray 
of St. Paul, and Joseph F. Rummel 
of New Orleans, will participate 
in the service. 

Colorful Ceremony. 

Inside the church, the Very Rev. 
Nicholas W. Brinkman, pastor of 
the New Cathedral, as notary, will 
read the apostolic mandate appoint- 
ing the new bishop to office. From 
his throne near the gospel corner 
the consecrator then will examine 
the bishop-elect in matters of faith 
and administer the preliminary 
pledges. This phase of the cere- 
mony will end when the appointee 
is led to the consecrator whose 
hand he will kiss while kneeling. 

Mass then will begin with the 
bishop-elect co-celebrating with his 
consecrator. 

After mass, the consecrator and 
the assisting bishops will touch 
the head of the bishop-elect and 
say: “Receive the Holy Ghost.” 
This ceremony is the essential rite 
by which the episcopal office ig 
conferred. After prayers and oth- 
er ceremonies, the consecrator will 
anoint the head and hands of the 
bishop-elect and hand him the 
crozier, or staff, symbol of his new 
office. : 

With solemn rites, the new bish- 
op will then get the mitre and pon- 
tifical ring and will be enthroned, 
after which he will walk through. 
the church, blessing the people. 
Then he will return to the altar to 
give his first episcopal blessing. 

Sermon by Msgr. Sloan. 

The consecration sermon will be 
preached by Msgr. William T. Sloan 
of Springfield, Ill. The ceremony 
will be the first of its kind here 
since 1933 when Auxiliary Bishop 
Winkelmann was consecrated. The 
other co-consecrator, Bishop Byrne, 
in Tuesday’s service likewise was 
consecrated in St. Louis. He for- 
merly was pastor of Holy Name 
Church here and was appointed 
bishop in 1918. 

Bishop-Elect Schulte’s mother, 
Mrs. Anna Schulte, three sisters 
and four brothers, all from his boy- 
hood home at Fredericktown, Mo., 
as well as an aunt, Sister Thecla 
of the Franciscan Order at Apple- 
ton, Wis., are expected to attend. 

The procession will be headed by, 
the Cathedral choir under direc- 
tion of Prof. William Theo Diebels, 
followed by the cross-bearer and 
acolytes, clergy of religious orders, 
diocesan clergy, papal chamber- 
lains, domestic prelates and abe 
bots, archbishops, the bishop-elect, 
the consecrator and the assisting 
bishops. 

A luncheon for the clergy at the 
Hotel Coronado will follow’ the 
tonsecration. The new bishop will - 
be installed in services to be held 
at the Leavenworth Cathedral, 
Sept. 29. At Leavenworth, he will 
succeed Bishop Francis Johannes, 
who died in March.

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THE SONS OF TANCRED AND 
THEIR CONQUEST OF ITALY 


THE GREATEST NORMAN CONQUEST. By 
James Van Wyck Osborne. (E. P. Dut- 
ton & Co., New York.) 


T IS pretty generally known that 

William of Normandy defeated 

Harold the Saxon at Hastings in 
1066 A. D., whence by degrees En- 
gland arrived at Edward VIII and 
Mrs. Simpson. The intervening 
events of English history have all 
but obscured an even more remark- 
able Norman conquest by the tur- 
bulent sons of Tancred in Italy dur- 
ing the same epochal Eleventh Cen- 
tury. Tancred has sufvived as a 
literary reference, a grandson, Bo- 
hemond, achieved reknown as a 
crusader, and another of the family, 
“Robert of Sicily, brother of Pope 
Urbane—” has been written up by 
Longfellow; but for the most part 
the Hautevilles, as far as know!l- 
edge runs today, are an almost 
mythical lot. They have had no 
detailed consideration in English 
and very little in any. other lan- 
guage, yet they hacked out with 
their swords a kingdom which en- 
dured for 800 years. Their story 
is told, practically for the first time, 
by James Van Wyck Osborne in 
“The Greatest Norman Conquest.”

Aside from sea raiders, the first 
Normans in Italy were pilgrims 
homing from the Holy Land. Draft- 
ed to the defense of a Lombard 
city against the Saracens, they 
fought so successfully and were re- 
warded so lavishly that their tales 
back home thrilled marauding 
blood. Singly and in small bands 
they made their way—William of 
the Iron Arms, Drogo, Humphrey, 


Robert Guiscard, Roger. That they 
were true neither to themselves nor 
one another nor anyone else for 
very long, when chivalric fealty 
served no material purpose, does 
not deny to them an effective vio- 
lence and rude statecraft. A mere 
handful, they outfought the Lom- 
bards, the Byzantines, the native 
Greeks, the aboriginal Brutti whom 
even the Romans never had sub- 
dued, the Arabs and all the what- 
not that was Southern Italy and 
Sicily of the day. Guiscard fought 
the Emperor of the East on his 
own territory. From motives quite 
divorced from religion, he support- 
ed Gregory VII against Henry IV 
of Germany and his anti-Pope, 
thereby making good Gregory’s dec- 
laration of Papal independence. 

So far as can be judged, the 
author has done a rarely good job 
of co-ordinating the few contem- 
porary chronicles, fragmentary lore 
and scattered bits of modern re- 
search. He has organized his ma- 
terial with warm enthusiasm, It 
makes good reading, this all but 
forgotten page of epic melodrama. 

It must be said, however, that 
the book has annoying mechanical 
faults. There is a tedious repeti- 
tion in foot-notings, an almost child- 
ish insistence on translating into 
English proper and place names 
that. might well be left in their 
original French or Italian, incom- 
plete regularity in italicization of 
foreign words and phrases, unsatis- 
factory proof-reading, and maps 
that fail to show a number of the 
spots mentioned in the text. Os 
borne needs an editor.

His 
entire capital is 90 cents, and but 
for his encounter with Gus, he 
would have spent the night, as he 
had spent many, out of doors.

Ivan cannot 
believe that such elegance and plen- 
ty as he sees about him could exist 
in a capitalist country. Watching 
the “motor cars streaming down a

HE House in Antigua was erec- 
Tees in the 1630's by a young 

jurist recently come to the then 
capital of Guatemala Province 
from Spain. Its fortress-like ex- 
terior was a symbol of the white 
man’s dread; it looked out on the 
natives’ huts and said “boo!”; for 
like all conquerors the Spaniards 
feared the people they had enslaved 
and sought to inspire a fear of the 
conqueror in the conquered.

In the years that followed, diplo- 
mats, merchant-princes and mili- 
tary bigwigs lived in the house, and 
its activities reflected the emer- 
gence in Central America of a high- 
ly stratified, class-conscious civiliza- 
tion. Then in 1773, the earth on 
which the city stood suddenly 
buckled, groaned, cracked; and the 
House in Antigua and the fine 
houses about it came down in a 
dusty heap. The King’s men fled 
with their government to another 
and safer capital. Only the very 
poor remained. These moved into 
what was left of the rich people’s 
homes and created, amongst the 
ruins, a classless society. Four or 
five families took residence in the 
House in Antigua. Then in the late 
1920's and early 1930’s, Wilson Po- 
penoe, head agronomist for the 
United Fruit Company, and his wife 
bought the ruin, moved out the 

families that had rooted there, 
hauled from the patio the 125 


cartfuls of muck and litter they 
and their forebears had deposited, 
and restored the house. 

Out of this story Mr. Adamic has 
created an illuminating parable 
on the cycles of human progress. 
The man who some years back au- 
thored an impassioned survey of 
class violence in America here 
muses On the history of a 300-year- 
old house and concludes that with- 
in the ruins into which civilization 
has fallen today are good elements 
which, like the House in Antigua, 
can someday be restored. The de- 
structive processes symbolized by 
Hitler and Mussolini, he believes, 
contain the germs of their recon- 
struction, and out of the shambles 
may rise “something fine and fin- 
ished’”—as the house in Central 
America arose, “something fine and 
finished in the midst of wreck- 
age—.”

THE GOOD SOCIETY. By Walter Lippmann. 
(Little, Brown G Co., Boston.) 


HE Good Society does not exist. 

Nor is it likely soon to make its 

appearance. “It is a hard climb 
from the practice of devouring 
one’s enemies to the injunction to 
love them.” Plans or remedies of- 
fered by the “most influential] doc- 
trinaires” of the contemporary 
world hold no promise except of 
“chaos and disaster.” But Mr. 
Lippmann offers some suggestions. 
These may be summarized in the 
subtitle “The Reconstruction of 
Liberalism.” 

. a . 


For his purposes there are but 
two schools of thought which need 
concern us: The collectivist and the 
liberal, These are represented as 
being irreconcilable. “Though col- 
lectivist theory is the fashionable 
mode in contemporary thought and 
guides the practices of contempor- 
ary politicians, its triumph is in 
fact a disaster in human affairs.” 
Liberals, on the other hand, were 
led up a dark alley by the doctrine 
of laissez-faire. At the beginning 
of the industrial revolution laissez- 
faire was a “revolutionary political 
idea.” “It was propounded when 
men found it. necessary to destroy 
the entrenched resistance of the 
vested interests which opposed the 
industrial revolution.” This accom- 
plished, we are told that “the lat- 
ter-day liberals who made a po- 
litical dogma out of laissez-faire 
had merely elevated the historical 
objection to antiquated laws into the 
delusion that no new laws would 
or should replace them.” 

“The preoccupation of the latter- 
day liberals with the problem of 
laissez-faire is a case of the frus- 
tration of science by a false prob- 
lem.” The “eclipse” of liberalism 
may be ascribed “to errors that in- 
hibited necessary reforms.” But 
“the renaissance of liberalism may 
be regarded as assured.”

THESE LOW GROUNDS. By Waters Edward 
Turpin. (Harper G Bros., New York.) 


LONG saga of family tribula- 
A tions written in a distinctly 

minor key, “These Low 
Grounds” attempts to solve the di- 
lemma of the modern educated Ne- 
gro. Although the characters, Ne- 
groes from the Eastern Shore of 
Maryland, are for the most part 
light-hearted, industrious and am- 
bitious, they seem to be enmeshed 
by a web of circumstances beyond 
their control and inevitably meet 
with disaster. 

Martha, the first heroine, marries 
a worthless man who, with his mis- 
tress, changes her home into a 
bawdy house. Carrie, her daughter 
and the most compelling character 
in the book, is rescued from this 
existence by a young farmer to 
whom she is married for 18 years. 
After a violent quarrel she leaves 
him and is eventually killed by a 
jealous lover. 

~ . . 

The last section of the book con- 
cerns Carrie’s daughter, Martha, 
and Martha’s illegitimate son, Jim- 
my-Lew. The scene shifts to Phil- 
adelphia whence Martha flees to es- 
cape family disgrace, and to New 
York where she eventually achieves 
success as a dancer. When she 
dies of pneumonia, induced by neg- 
lect and dissipation, Jimmy-Lew, a 
star athlete and scholar, returns to 
the Eastern Shore to be a teacher. 
His hopes and misgivings for the 
future of his people seem to be 
those of the author himself at the 
end of this deeply moving story. 

Mr. Turpin incorporates so many 
characters and generations into his 
novel that the whole effect is not 
very clear-cut, although a feeling 
of authenticity and sincerity per- 
vades it. His situations at times get 
out of hand and require the intro- 
duction of remarkable coincidences 
to bring them around. The techni- 
cal faults are easily outweighed, 
however, by the unaffected way in 
which he writes of these simple | 
people, and by the lack of preju- | 
dice with which he approaches the 
problems confronting his race to- 
day,

ANIE, as a young Negro girl, 

J reara the song the blossoming 
pear tree sang, and the remainder 

of her life was an aching search for 

a repetition in her own life of 

that sweet melody. In her mar- 

riage to Brother Killicks and, later, 

to Joe Starks, who wanted to be a 

“big voice,” she found not even an 

echo of it. But one day, after her 

second husband's death, black Tea 

Cake came walking into the store 

and found her alone. Faintly, then, 

the music murmured. But when 
she went away with Tea Cake, lived 
with him, sang with him, worked 
with him, the full orchestra of life 
picked up the simple melody and 
swelled it to heights of passion and 
beauty Janie had never dreamed of. 

Miss Hurston has written an 
intelligent, realistic, and under- 
standing novel. Its humor is nota 
form of ridicule; it is the humor of 
the Negro himself: and the tragic 
beauty of the book is derived from 
the essential tragedy of the black 
race. Yet, despite the fact that this 
tale is, as we say, “typical” of Ne- 
gro life, it is highly individual, 
peopled by a group of persons who 
have the distinctive characteristics 
of living men and women.

Generalizations admittedly are 
dangerous. But one may cautious- 
ly. suggest that the Negro is, be- 
cause of his simplicity and unself- 
consciousness, much closer to the 
essential quality of living than most 
white persons can be.

HORSELESS CARRIAGE DAYS. By Hiram 
Percy Maxim, (Harper & Bros., New 
York.) 


UR luxurious, sleek, stream- 
0 lined automobiles gliding along 

at 60 or 70 miles an hour seem 
nothing short of a miracle when 
one considers their ancestor—a 
‘throbbing, noisy, complicated, 
greasy accumulation of mechanical 
odds and ends.” And that ances- 
tor dates back less than half a cen- 
tury! 

In 1893, when the only means of 
transportation were the railroad, 
the horse, shank’s mare, or the bi- 
cycle, which was just coming into 
popularity, Hiram Percy Maxim, 
son of the inventor of the Maxim 
gun, dreamed wondrous dreams of 
gliding swiftly and silently about 
the country in a vehicle driven by 
a gasoline engine. About this same 
time 50 or more equally adventurous 
and visionary souls were dreaming 
the same dream, all working un- 
aware of each other. It was to pre- 
serve the memories of those pio- 
neering days that Hiram Percy 
Maxim wrote this book.

To invent a gasoline vehicle 
meant starting from scratch. The 
fundamentals of such an engine 
were practically unknown, For a 
cooling system Mr. Maxim made a 
tin box packed loosely with asbes- 
tos upon which water dripped from 
a small tank. In an attempt to de- 
termine how much horse . power 
was needed, he attached a pair of 
ice scales to the traces of a horse’s 
harness, but it seemed that “their 
insides had not been designed to 
function in the traces of a frac- 
tious horse.” An amusing peculiar- 
ity of one of his first horseless car- 
riages was its refusal to run on a 
smooth road!

Ancient Tale, Modern Meaning a 


A TROJAN ENDING. By Laura Riding. 


(Random House, New York.) 


ISS RIDING’S story of Troy 

can scarcely be called an his- 

torical novel. True, she has 
made her setting archeologically 
correct and, by a few well-chosen 
descriptions, has created the physi- 
cal atmosphere of that particular 
period of antiquity. However, she 
has wisely refrained from a slavish 
imitation of Homer and has created 
her own Troy. 


The artist, like God, creates his 
world in his own image. Miss Rid- 
ing’s world is not that of action 
and the clash of arms. It is rather 
one in which ideas play the essen- 
tial parts. The struggle here is 
not between heroes but between 
civilizations, the Trojan, estab- 
lished, formed, ready for its end; 
the Greek, fluid, new, and restless. 
The Trojans know their own doom 
and, powerless, long for its comple- 
tion.

It is remarkable that in a novel 
which is primarily philosophic, Miss 
Riding has been able to breathe 
life into her characters. Her own 
intense feeling gives a new reality 
to the legendary personalities. 
Cressida, the central figure, is not 
the flirtatious cheat that Boccaccio 
and Shakespeare made her. Here 
the depth of her love of Troy is the 
real cause of her desertion. Helen 
radiates a serene and fateful charm. 
Paris is an elegant young sophist. 


Priam, Troilus, Odysseus, 
oe and a score of others are 
defined individuals despite 

that the whole work isa the tat 
tation upon life, religion and hy 
manity. 

Of course, no one alive in the

Miss Riding is not 
pretending to write of actual 
or Homeric Troy. She is 
ing upon the meaning and 
icance of the Trojan legend to 
world. In reading the book, 
feels as though an intricate 
subtly-colored tapestry had come 
life while its figures muse in 
tifully modulated prose upon 
purport of their own story. 
This tale is not to be read 
riedly in an idle hour. It is 
a literary curiosity, worthy of 
own especial kind of immortality, 
and must be read slowly and care 
fully so that nothing of its flavor 
is lost.

HATEVER romantic notions 
Wire general public may cherish 

about the limousines, country 
homes, and steam yachts that ac- 
crue to successful writers, anyone 
who has tried to make a living by 
the pen knows well enough that the 
rewards of the author are not great. 
None the less it is something of a 
shock to discover that such distin- 
guished literary figures as Vincent 
McHugh, Harry Kemp, Murray 
Godwin, Nathan Asch, Vardis 
Fisher, John Lomax, Claude McKay 
and Charlotte Wilder are under the 
necessity of earning a living by do- 
ing what is essentially hack work 
on the WPA Federal Writers Pro- 
ject, at salaries barely above the 
subsistence level. All these, and 
some 40 other project employees, 
have contributed spare-time efforts 
to assemble the present volume, 
which turns out to be a highly mis- 
cellaneous aggregation of short 
stories, poems, extracts from nov- 
els, sketches, and folklore speci- 
mens, decorated with 16 prints 
from the Federal] Art Project. 


The extreme variety of the collec- 
tion precludes any sort of general- 
ization. There are stories of strife 
and of submission, of human mis- 
ery and inadequacy, and of simple 
colorful incident.

Consol Textile

NEW YORK, Sept. 18.—Slight gains were made by a few 
stocks this week but on the whole the share list added another de- 


cline to thé growing string of week-by-week losses. 


The market 


swung within a broad arc, marked somewhat erratically. The period 
closed with leading shares slumping one to four points before a sell- 


ing attack on the trading floor of 


the Stock Exchange. 


Numerous reasons cited for the long-continued decline include: 


War in China, with its threat to 


our export business, war and war 


alarms in Europe, a slight slackening in the industrial pace, some 


past uncertainty over Government 
over fall business prospects, and 


Day-to-day swings in the market 
have been somewhat confusing. 
The trading started the week on 
an Associated Press price average 
of 58.6 for 60 selected stocks of 
the three groups—rails, utilities 
and industrials. This figure broke 
on Monday to 57.7 in the face of 
the Government’s announcement of 
a policy of withdrawal of $300,- 
000,000 of sterilized or frozen gold 
and.open market purchases of 
short-term Government securities 
to lighten credit needs and spur 
business. Stock prices tumbled one 
to seven points that day, with only 
slight recovery before the close of 
business. 

Tuesday the equity list rebound- 
ed, with numerous shares gaining 
one to five points, and the average 
price for the 60 stocks went up to 
59.5. Next day this average slipped 
to 59.4, and on Thursday it climbed 
to 60.5 on a belated rally.

STRIFE IN ASIA AND EUROPE 
DISTURBS U. $. WORLD TRADE 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Sept. 
Bureau of Agricultural Economics 
said today that bankers were “hesi- 
‘tant to finance trade with Japan 
because of the possibility that the 
neutrality act might be invoked.”

Some increase in European needs 
for pork and fat from the United 
States was forecast by the Berlin 
office of the bureau. It said hog 
production and slaughter in Europe 
the last half of this year was ex- 
pected to continue a downward 
trend. 


Chinese Trying to Reroute Product 
Used in U. 8S. Paints. 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 18. — The 
Commerce Department reports 
China is trying to route American- 
bound tung oil over the Hankow- 
Canton Railway for transhipment 
through Hong Kong. American 
paint and varnish manufacturers 
use more than 100,000,000 pounds of 
this drying oil per year. Hostilities 
threatened to cut off the supply 
because most of it formerly was 
loaded at Shanghai. 

Because of unusually large 
stocks of tung oil accumulated in 
this country during June, July and 
August, Department experts esti- 
mated that needs for the rest of 
the year could be supplied.

REPORT ON SURVEY 


in Missouri Catalogued as 
Relief Project. 


Records of 833 offices of the Fed- 
eral Government in Missouri—man- 
uscripts which would stretch 39 
miles if laid end to end—were cCat- 
alogued in‘the Survey of Federal 
Archives which ended June 30, Dr. 
Ralph P. Bieber, regional director 
of the survey, says in his final 
report made public yesterday. 

Dr. Bieber, associate professor of 
history in Washington University, 
had a staff of 67 workers, all but 
a few of whom were hired from 
the relief rolls. ,The work was con- 
ducted for 15 months prior to July 
1 in Missouri and other states as a 
relief undertaking separate from 
the Works Progress Administration, 
but minor details are being fin- 
ished in St. Louis by seven work- 
ers hired by W P A. 

The purpose of the survey was 
to provide complete information as 
to the type, quantity, location and 
condition of storage of unpublished 
Government records.

Lists Source Materials of History. 

Although an analysis of the his- 
torical worth of the documents was 
not required in the survey, Dr. 
Bieber’s report calls attention to a 
number of records which are im- 
portant source materials in the his- 
tory of the State.

VER since Colonial times Americans have been 

making things which, paradoxical as it may seem 

to critics of this country’s materialistic culture, 

were both American and artistic. These things 

were not made to be placed in museums, but to 
be used by people in everyday life, and so, without the label 
of art on them, for a long time little attention was paid to 
their value as expressions of decorative originality and skill. 
It was not until the twentieth century that museums got 
around to serious collecting of American-made furniture, 
glass, pottery, silverware, textiles and the like as objects of 
art, independent of historical associations—recognizing that 
a panel from an old Pullman car, a patchwork quilt, a 
cookie jar, a kitchen table, a wedding dress could be worth 
preserving as examples of native talent in the material 
arts. 

Much of such Americana has been lost, of course—de- 
troyed, discarded or unhappily altered because it was dam- 
aged or “out of style.’ Much, however, remains; and of 
that, the United States Government has undertaken to make 
a comprehensive record. The Federal Art Project of the 
Works Progress Administration is using part of its personnel 
to compile “The Index of American Design.” 

About 500 people are working in 25 states on the job. 
They survey the material, not only taking account of that in 
museums and other collections, but also hunting down individ- 

ual pieces of interest that have been kept as 

family heirlooms. Expert research workers select 

the objects to be recorded. Then pictures are 

made of these—paintings, drawings or photo- 

graphs—by Art Project artists. For each picture 

a data sheet is filled out, giving as much infor- 

mation as can be gathered about the object pic- 

tured—the materials, source, name of the original 

owner, location, preservation, etc. More than 

7000 of these pictures have been made thus far. 

Holger Cahill, director of the Federal Art 

Project, explains that the purpose of the Index 

is “to record what is best in American design.” 

It deals with decorative art produced in this 

country from “the earliest settlement . . . well down into the 
nineteenth century.’ It takes in such varied examples as 
embroidered galluses from Spanish California, a cornhusk doll 
from New York State and a Shaker bonnet from New En- 
gland. It is expected that portfolios will be published, each 
containing selected illustrations from one classification. Special 
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regional studies also are planned, dealing, for example, with 
the work of the Shaker communities and the Pennsylvania 
Dutch, with the ornamental iron work of New Orleans, the 
silverware made in New York and the painted and sculptured 
furnishings of old churches in the Southwest. 

On this page are reproduced five paintings by W PA 
artists for “The Index.’ The picture of a saint holding a 
child was painted on wood for some church in Old or New 
Mexico by an eighteenth century itinerant artist whose name 
is unknown. It is now the property of the Denver Art 
Museum. The copy was done in water color by Maude Valle. 

The dignified but damaged torso of a lady was once the 
wooden figurehead of the whaleship Marcia. Since the 
Marcia's home port was Fairhaven, Massachusetts, it is sup- 
posed that the carving was made there, about 1832. The 
name of the maker is unknown. Most of the original paint 
has worn off. The owner is the Old Dartmouth Historical 
Society, New Bedford, Massachusetts. The picture is by 
Frances Cohen. 

The figure of an eagle, whose likeness has been painted 
by James L. McLellan, is described on the accompanying data 
sheet as a “primitive carved wood finial eagle.” An added 
note says: “From position of feet, the eagle probably grasped 
an object on which it appeared to rest.’ It was made in 
Connecticut some time between 1750 and 1840, but investi- 
gation has not disclosed who made it or who originally 
owned it; the present owner is Robert H. Tannahill of 
Detroit. The eagle measures 22 inches from tip of beak to 
tip of tail. It has not escaped unscathed the ravages of the 
years; its claws are missing, the lower part of its bill had 
to be repaired and bare patches of wood show through its 
last coat of paint. 

No research was required to determine the maker, date 
and original owner of the woven coverlet pictured here, for 
woven into one corner is the plain statement that it was made 
by J. Hartman of Milton Township for Martha Thew in 
1844. The Milton Township mentioned was in Ohio, and 
the piece is now in the possession of Spencer Shank of 
Cincinnati. The colored picturization of a section of the 
coverlet ‘is by Harry Jennings. 

Back in 1850 the figure of a Negro slave pounding a 
mortar, here represented, stood in* front of a drug store in 
New Orleans. Who made it has not been learned. It is 
now in the Louisiana State Museum. About five and a 
half feet tall, it is of sculptured wood, with cap and mortar of 
tin. Ray Price made the picture with which it is recorded.

NEW YORK. 
ONEY HAMILTON used 
to be a show girl, first 
dancing in night clubs. 
then contributing her 
well-placed curves and 
sufficiently pretty face to 
the ornamental and pro- 
vocative effects of Broad- 
way revues and musical 
comedies. Her youth—- 
she began her professional career at 17— 
was spent in an environment of tinsel 
glamour, where values were fitted to the 
cult of the "“good time.” Before the end of 
the prohibition era she married a man 
named Nicholas Rutigliano, who was also 
known at times as Nick Green, and cas Mrs. 
Nick she became a part of the shadowy. 
often tawdry, sometimes shady life that 
crawls beneath the glittering crust of the 
Broadway world. 

Against such a background it is some- 
what startling to view Honey now—to con- 
sider the lengths to which she has gone to 
help the man she says she wronged, her 
husband. For almost six years she has 
been trying to get Nick out of prison. The 
story of her efforts to prove him innocent, 
as unfolded to authorities, is one of persist- 
ent devotion and of danger braved. And 
the other day a new and climactic chapter 
was added: In the desperation of her en- 
deavor, Honey brought herself to do a thing 
which is a torturing ordeal for any woman 

she confessed she had ‘“two-timed’ her 
husband, had been unfaithful to the man 
for whom she had since risked her life and 
was now offering this bitter sacrifice. It 
gave a final ironic touch to a pungent bit 
of underworld history. 

Back in 1931 a fun-loving young broker 
attracted attention in some of the hot spots 
of the metropolis. He seemed to have plenty 
of money. and it wasn't difficult for persons 
interested to find out that there was plenty 
more where that came from. Charles M. 
Rosenthal’s mother, a widew, was wealthy 
even judged by New York standards, and 
sne thought a good deal of her son; she

A pistol prodding his ribs made it clear that 
protest was useless. Presently, wearing 
glasses that prevented his seeing, the broker 
was taken into an apartment in West 
Harlem. 

For 17 days Rosenthal was held prisoner 
while ransom negotiations were carried on. 
At first the kidnapers demanded $100,000. 
Later they reduced the amount to $50,000. 
The story is told—although Rosenthal has 
denied it is true—that during his captivity 
the young broker won $50,000 from his cap- 
tors at cards, and that this was deducted 
from the original demand. At any rate, 
$50,000 was the amount paid for his release. 
After his captors learned that Albert Nathan. 
a young lawyer and friend of the Rosenthal 
family, had taken the money in a bag to a 
room in the Vendig Hotel on West Forty- 
seventh street, as directed, they drove Ros- 
enthal to the Bronx, gave him $10 and set

But there had been a good deal of uncer- 
tainty about Nick's part in the crime. There 
was the unquestioned fact that the ransom 
had been left at his hotel. Nathan had 
been instructed to go there, register as “’C. 
Fletcher, Washington,” and leave the satchel 
of money in the room to which he was as- 
signed. A private detective testified he 
saw a Negro employe of the hotel take the 
sctchel to the manager's office. The Negro 
testified he took the grip to the check room 
behind the clerk's desk at the clerk's order. 

Blumenthal was reported to have told 
police that Nick was the “finger man” 
in the case, but on the witness stand he 
scid the hotel man didn’t know anything 
about the kidnaping until the ransom was 
delivered. Apparently the three other men 
believed Nick had handled the money, for 
they were said to have admitted to police 
that they planned to give him a one-way 
ride for stealing half of it. Only $25,000 of 
the $50,000 was turned over to them, it 
seems.

But Honey did. The newspapers gave he:

And presently forgot her. 

She made it rather easy even for friends 
to forget her, for she virtually disappeared 
from her old haunts.

A hint of what she was doing in those 
years was given about a year ago, when 
she filed an affidavit with Governor Lehman 
of New York. In this document she stated 
that she had obtained proof that her hus-

band was innocent—that another man was 
the one who put the finger on Rosenthal. 
This other man was taken into custody, tak- 
en to the prison where Blumenthal was do- 
ing his time and shown to him. Blumen- 
thal said he had never heard of the man. 
Rosenthal also could give no support to 
Honey's statement that this, and not Nick. 
was the man the State should be holding. 
The suspect had to be released. Honey had 
failed. 

Only recently did the story come out of 
what Honey had put into this unsuccessful 
effort to free Nick. The story is that night 
after night for years she frequented under- 
world dives, becoming acquainted with 
racketeers and gun men, constantly seeking 
information that might be used to clear her 
husband. It is said that she was warned to 
give up her quest, and, when she ignored 
warnings, was threctened—severa] times-— 
by criminals who thought she was snooping 
into their illegal activities. Once, she has 
related, three men trapped her in a hotel 
room, beat her into insensibility, and left 
her, they thought, to die. 

It must have been heart breaking, after 
all this, to realize that she had failed. But 
Honey did not for long accept defect. She 
has now made another appeal to the Gov. 
ernor—a dramatic and desperate appeci. 
She has declared that any guilt of the Ruti- 
glianos in connection with the Rosenthal 
kidnaping is hers instead of Nick’s. She 
was engaged ct that time. she asserts. in 
an illicit affair with Jack Blumenthal. stole 
the missing $25,000 of the ransom money — 
and has used it to finance the search for 
evidence that might free her husband. Nick, 
she says, shouldered guilt in order that she 
could go free for the sake of her baby. Let 
the world think what it would of her: let 
Nick judge her as he saw fit. All she 
asked was that the authorities believe her 
story and set Nick free. 

“I ought to be in jail instead of him,” she 
said. “I handled the money. I got it from 
Blumenthal. I was running around with 
him at the time. 

“And at that, I stole $25,000 of the ran- 
som from him. I had it and $7000 Jack 
(Blumenthal) gave me in my girdle when 
the police arrested me and my husband.

should go: haywire; just a good test of a 
pilot’s ability to control hands and feet and 
to refrain from looking at the ground to see 
if the robot really had the proper angle’ of 
descent. 

The automatic gyropilot has been taking 
air liners over the nation’s major routes for 
two or three years, but the human pilots 
have always had to land the ship. Now, 
as a result of this intensive research at 
Wright Field, Iron Mike, the automatic pi- 
lot, has been given a “brain” that makes 
it possible to land a plane automatically at 
any airport in dense fog, pitch darkness or 
any other adverse conditions under which a 
pilot is likely to run into misfortune if he is 
at the controls of a plane. The robot, of 
course, continues the trail that Major James 
H. Doolittle of St. Louis and Captain Albert 
F. Hegenberger began. Doolittle demon- 
strated that a plane can be flown under to- 
tally blind conditions with the help of such

instruments as the radio compass, the ar- 
tificial horizon, and the directional gyro. 


Doolittle sat in a hooded cockpit and 

made a blind landing with a check pilot 
in the front cockpit ready to take the con- 
trols if necessary. The first “totally blind” 
solo landing was turned in by Captain Heg- 
enberger at Patterson Field in May, 1932. 

As Captain Crane says, the newer de- 
velopments in modern aircraft have required 
an increasing number of cockpit devices so 
that there are too many gadgets to keep a 
viligant eye on, too many hurried calcula- 
tions to make, too many chances that hu- 
man hands or feet may react incorrectly on 
the controls. Simplification means that 
many functions now performed by the pilot 
must be done automatically. 

But how does this automatic pilot work? 
For the automatic landing, four small ra- 
dio stations of high frequency are mounted 
on trucks and strung out at regular inter- 
vals in a straight line about four miles 
long. There is no intercommunication be- 
tween the pilot and these marker beacons. 
They merely send up their continuous 8ig- 
nals or impulses, receiving none in return. 
Small as they are, they act as four power- 
ful and invisible hands that reach up and 
draw the ship down to earth. 

If the pilot of the plane is more than 10 
miles away from the first of these stations, 
he uses his regular radio equipment to pick 
up some local broadcasting station in Day-

ton. Once in the general vicinity of Dayton, 
he levels off at approximately 1500 feet and 
throws the master landing switch, leaving 
everything in the emotionless hands of Iron 
Mike, his pilot automaton. 

Iron Mike’s “brain” consists of 
boxes, all of which could be packed in a 
small trunk, the largest box being about 
two feet long, two wide and one high, and 
the smallest being one foot high, six inches 
wide and 10 inches long. This smallest 
box, the marker beacon receptor, receives 
the impulses coming up from the ground 
They are transmit:

ted to the radio compass and from there 
are sent to the Iron Mike by the directional 
relay. Each marker beacon has a different 
frequency, so each affects Iron Mike in a 
different manner. 

The automatic pilot is gyroscopically con- 
trolled and hydraulically operated, and in- 
cludes climb and descent control, turn and 
specific elevation control. It consists of two 
gyroscopes, one operating on a vertical axis 
and the other on a horizontal axis. A gyro- 
scope is nothing but a spinning wheel 
mounted in a frame so that it is free to ro- 
tate about any axis. Set in motion, it holds 


a certain position regardless of the manner 
in which the frame may be moved. The 
two gyroscopes occupy a box one cubic foot 
in size and weighing 60 pounds. Rud- 
der, ailerons and elevators are controlled 
by an air relay system, acting as “nerves,” 
and an oil hydraulic system acting as “mus- 
cles.” The keys to the operation of Iron 
Mike are three sets of pickoffs similar to 
those which select the notes to be played 
on a player piano. One is connected 
with the directional gyroscope and the other 
two with the bank and climb gyroscope. 
If the ship gets off the course in any of the 
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three dimensions, change in pressure 
through the pickoffs causes oil valves to 
open and set the pistons, or ‘muscles,’ in 
operation. These make the corrections 
through the airplane control cables, and 
counter mechanisms cut the oil pressure. 

With the “brain,” the rudder, ailerons and 
elevators also are operated by the impulses 
coming from the marker beacons. The au- 
tomatic and co-operative action of these de- 
vices takes the plane from Station No. 1 to 
Station No. 2 and then to No. 3 where the 
plane automatically begins to lose altitude 
as it heads for Station No. 4. When it ar- 
rives at Station No. 4, the plane will be at 
an altitude of 200 feet and ready for the 
actual glide into the landing. 

If, by any chance, the plane should drop 
to its minimum altitude before reaching this 
last station, the automatic throttle and the 
altitude control, which are interconnected, 
would maintain the minimum altitude re- 
quired for the safe operation of the auto- 
matic landing system. As soon as the plane 
passes this last station, the throttle control 
is so actuated that the plane goes into and 
maintains a glide angle appropriate to 
wind conditions until ground -contact is 
made. When the three wheels touch ground, 
the landing gear unit takes over the throttle 
and not only idles the motor, but applies 
the brakes in proper manner. 


HE pilot, if he is distrustful of Iron 
Mike, can watch the four lights on 
a control box, the frequency selector 
control box, which snap on as the plane 
passes over gach of the marker beacons. 

Since the first landing was accomplished 
on the afternoon of August 23, more 
than a score of others were made in a few 
days. Some were accomplished under cross 
wind conditions varying in intensity as high 
as 1] miles an hour. In more than half of 
the landings, the air conditions have been 
moderately rough. 

Air Corps officials state that the closest 
approach to the system, as far as they 
know, is one being used by a civil agency 
on the West Coast in which the pilot must 
make adjustments during the landing pro- 
cedure. The Air Corps also explains that 
at present certain details of the army sys- 
tem must be kept secret until various ele- 
ments in it are improved and patented. 
Secrecy also is being maintained for mili- 
tary reasons. 

Crane, Hollowell and Stout are busy per- 
fecting the robot so it can handle a tri- 
motored plane as well as a single-motored. 
Since this is what might be called just a 
problem in multiplication they do not expect 
much trouble along this line. They also 
hope to make the apparatus a little more 
compact. As to its cost, they can only 
promise that it will not be prohibitive if 
and when it goes on the market for com- 
mercial use. 

The real credit for this remarkable air 
pioneering was won in the long hours spent 
in poring over blue prints, working with 
wires, relays, cogs and wheels, and going 
up on flights to test each step in the de 
velopment of the robot landing device. The 
three co-workers, with the aid of C. D. Bar- 
bulesco of the Signal Corps aircraft radio 
laboratory, overcame problem after prob- 
lem, often finding that the solving of one 
merely led to another that was even more 
difficult. One day the single-motored plane 
would be flown with just the throttle in 
the “hands” of the robot. Another day 
after a means of synchronization had been 
found, the robot took over ailerons and 
throttle. Tests and readjustments were al- 
most continuous. They went on regardless 
of wind, rain, snow and extremes oj tem- 
perature. The robot added to its duties un- 
til it was ready to take over the human

ing all their obnoxious insignia of rank. 
But with the rise of Napoleon, military ideas 
ran rampant in the decks. One card manu- 
facturer who wished to save expenses and 
at the same time pay honor to Napoleon left 
his card engravings as they were except for 
the four aces. Since they were compara- 
tively blank, he used each as a canvas on 
which to present pictures of two of the Lit- 
tle Corporal’s victories. 

The Battles of the First Empire deck was 
a much more elaborate venture. Each card 
is dominated by a large circular battle 
scene. In the two lower corners are busts 
of generals and heroes of the times. At the 
right and left of each bust is a letter of the 
alphabet, the idea evidently being that a 
child could learn his alphabet while learn- 
ing of the triumphs of Napoleon. 

On the other hand, the tale of Napoleon's 
defeat at Leipzig in 1813 is told in a deck 
which presents his four foes—the Russians, 
Prussians, Swedes and Austriars. The 
kings bear the portraits of Alexander I, 
Guilleaume III, George IV, and Francois I. 
The field marshals of the four armies are 
the knaves. The matrimonial uncertainties 
of the kings must have presented a problem 
for the designer used four goddesses, Flora, 
Pomona, Ceres, and Diana, in 1813 garb, as 
the queens. 

With Napoleon exiled on St. Helena in 
1815, another deck was published in France 
with the kings being the Generals Welling- 
ton, Blucher, Schwartzenberg and Kutusoff. 
The feminine problem was solved by per- 
mitting the queens to represent the four al- 
lied nations. The common soldiers were 
honored by being chosen for the knaves. 

At just about this period, a card maker in 
Milton, Masaachusetts, named Jazamiah 
Ford, issued what is believed to have been 
the first war deck made in the United States. 
Stephen Decatur, who was in command of 
the frigate United States when it defeated 
the British ship Macedonian in 1812 and 
who humbled the Dey of Algiers three years 
later, was the American idol of those days. 
Ford set forth these events on the aces of 


what he termed the Decatur Cards. This 
same shrewd Yankee also capitalized in 
1824 on the return of the Marquis de La 
Fayette to the United States. La Fayette's 
head and shoulders promptly made their ap- 
pearance on each ace of spades that Ford 
printed. 


VERTHROW of Louis Philippe of 

France and establishment of the Sec- 

ond Republic under Louis Napoleon 
brought out a deck entitled Le Jeu du Petit 
Soldat. The kings are represented as 
Charles VI, a general, a diplomat, and an 
admiral. Glory, Light, Resignation and Jus- 
tice are the queens. The story of Le Petit 
Soldat is told with the knaves. As the 
knave of hearts he is shown leaving to join 
the army. As the knave of clubs he is in 
uniform. Spades, quite naturally, have him 
in battle and diamonds picture him as the 
returning hero. 

Mystery surrounds the issuance of a 
pack based on the war between the United 
States and Mexico in 1846-48. It seems that 
it was printed in some European country. 
As might be expected, the kings are General 
William J. Worth, Major-General Winfield 
Scott, Major-General Zachary Taylor, and 
General D. E. Twiggs. The queens, quite 
strangely, are ladies in European dress, and 
the knaves, most oddly, wear lace collars 
and feathered hats and are armed with 
pikes. The aces, however, makes up for 
the shortcomings in the royal family. Each 
ace bears two battle scenes, replete in de- 
tail and nicely colored, with explanatory 
captions. They depict Palo Alto, Buena 
Vista, Cerro Gordo, Churubusco and Mex- 
ico. Outstanding is the ace of hearts. It 
shows the Mexicans evacuating Vera Cruz, 
and General Taylor at the battle of Buena 
Vista. Across the center of the card runs 
the famous command: “A little more grape, 
Captain Bragg.” 

Jumping back to Europe, a deck issued 
in 1862 at Frankfurt-am-Main, then a free 
city, pokes fun at England and France. The

gland and France to join the allies against

federate deck includes a galaxy of Souther 
statesmen and generals with President Jef-

Of the World War, Cary remarks that it 
is so recent that “it might be considered 
easy to collect samples and secure informe 
tion about the war packs of this period 
However, this is hardly the case and a 
ready some of these packs are well-nigh 
unobtainable. It is rather surprising to find 
that with the exception of Germany, few 
war cards were issued. Diligent inquiry 
has so far revealed only one pack each in 
England, Australia, and Switzerland and 
two in France. The dearth of French 
packs is easily explained, for French lew 
does not permit any deviation from the 
standard national design. . F: 

In 1916 a Canadian firm issued The Al 
lied Armies Deck. the backs displaying the 
flags of Belgium, France, Serbia, England. 
Japan, Russia and Italy. The joker bore 
the British lion.

In 
court he got impressively ’to his feet, shook 
his long locks and recited what he called 
the real version of the poem. 
On his porch the same fiery spirit moved 
him.

Miss Carr's family had not yet ac- 
cepted the new idea, and opposed her go- 
ing to work, but she disregarded the op- 
position to take a place as matron of an 
orphan’s home in Columbus, Ohio, at a sal- 
ary of $18 a month.

After she had resigned as matron, 
she was paid nearly a month’s wages—$15

for the Pennsylvania Department of Labor 
and Industry. That effort ultimately led to 
her appointment as Deputy Secretary of La- 
bor and Industry. 

But not immediately, for Governor Pinchot 
was succeeded by Governor Fisher, who 
during his administration dismissed her as 
head of the bureau. There were numerous 
protests, chiefly from women of the State, at 
her dismissal! after four years of successful 
service, and Miss Carr expressed the view 
it was due to her failure to campaign for 
the election of Republican candidates. 


HE remained in the State, and in 1931, 

with Pinchot again Governor, was ap- 

pointed Deputy Secretary of Labor at a 
salary of $7500 a year. In 1932 she was 
also made supervisor of the Inspection Bu- 
reau of the department, but without any ad- 
ditional salary. 

There soon appeared to be friction in the 
department, and it came to a head in May, 
1933, when Dr. Northrup, the Secretary of 
Labor, declared that Miss Carr was soon to 
be deprived of her post as deputy, although 
she would be retained as supervisor of the 
Inspection Bureau. 

The prediction, however, 
failed to materialize, and in- 
stead, two months later, the 
Secretary of Labor and Indus- 
try himself resigned, making 
at the same time the state- 
ment that Miss Carr was 
causing trouble in the depart- 
ment as well as agitating 
among workers. Governor 
Pinchot declared the charges 
ridiculous and without foun- 
dation, asserting that ‘po 
litical unrest, which is prac 
tically world wide, cannot be 
laid at the door of our Department of Labor 
and Industry.” He added he had grown to 
depend on Miss Carr for adequate “action 
and information” about labor, and promptly 
named her as Dr. Northrup’s successor, at a 
salary of $10,000 a year. 

The Pennsylvania State Senate failed to 
confirm her appointment, but nevertheless 
the following year Governor Pinchot reap- 
pointed her, although the depression had 
been and still was going through a most 
severe period, with both unemployment and 
strikes increasing rapidly. Called upon to 
relieve the situation, Miss Carr, with the

statement that Pennsylvania had made no 
important advances in labor legislation in 
20 years, recommended to the Governor a 
10-point legislative security program. 

Some insight to the advanced nature of 
Miss Carr’s social-economic views and the 
reason for the opposition of textile manu- 
facturers and other industrialists may be ob- 
tained from the program. It included: 

Unemployment insurance; child labor laws 
to bar children under 16 years old from 
working and give the State supervision 
over working conditions of those between 
16 and 18; minimum wage standards; max- 
imum working hours for women and chil- 
dren; abolition of company-employed po- 
lice; strengthening of workmen's com- 
pensation laws; compensation for occupa- 
tional diseases; authority for the Department 
of Labor to collect unpaid wage claims; ex- 
tension of the merit system to bring about a 
permanent, trained personnel in her depart- 
ment, and a larger appropriation for the de- 
partment, permitting added employes for en- 
forcing labor laws. 

Miss Carr went to considerable length to 
show the extent that sweat shops existed in 
the State, and while seeking to settle the 

problems of capital and la- 
bor, indicated her unequivo- 
cal opposition to any ez- 
ploitation of the working 
class. She decried the “de- 
plorably low wages” and the 
“excessively long hours un- 
der sub-standard working 
conditions” she said she had 
found in Pennsylvania. 
Her connection with the de- 
partment ended with Gover- 
nor Pinchot’s term in 1935. 
Miss Carr returned to New 
York, and became a member 
of Governor .ehman’s Commission on Unem- 
ployment Relief. 

In May, 1935, she was appointed as as- 
sistant director of home relief for New York 
City, and when Edward Corsi resigned as 
executive director of the Emergency Relief 
Bureau in July, Mayor LaGuardia appointe 
Miss Carr to the place.

The major Powers hold perma- 
nent seats in the Council. which is 
in effect the League’s Executive 
Committee, but Spain has held one 
of the four seats rotated among 
minor nations at three-year inter- 
vals.

The result of the. voting was 
hailed with jubilation by the League 
delegations that sympathize with 
the insurgent Spanish government. 

A rebel sympathizer declared, 
“When Franco dominates all Spain, 
naturally we shall stand for elec- 
tion to the Council; but we do not 
want to inherit the seat held by 
Spanish Reds.” 

Valencia sources said Chile, Bo- 
livia, Peru, Ecuador and Cuba col- 
lectively had warned Spanish Pre- 
mier Juan Negrin and his former 
Foreign Minister, Julio Alvarez del 
Vayo, that they would vote against 
Spanish re-eligibility unless Valen- 
cia gave guarantees that all Span- 
ish refugees would be evacuated 
from Madrid legations and embas- 
sies. 

Negrin and Alvarez del Vayo said 
they would do their best but pro- 
fessed to see no connection between 
evacuation and Spain’s eligibility. 

Although the baiioting is secret 
it was understood a majority of the 
South American delégations op- 
posed the Valencia Government de- 
spite earnest efforts to win their 
support. 

Address by Eden. 

The vote came at a session at 
which British Foreign Secretary 
Anthony Eden deplored that 
“peoples of the world seem as far 
as ever from attaining peace.” 

Eden, pledging Britain to un- 
Stinted effort toward preserving 
peace, belittled the importance of 
Germany’s demand for return of 
war-lost colonies, some of them now 
under British control; and hinted 
that Italy itself was to blame for 
the limited patrol area offered it 
by the Nyon conferees on piracy in 
the Mediterranean.
